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Syriam, Burma, 1910.—-Syriam 
promises to become the real light 
of Asia. The Burmans are Buddhists, 
and they worship the prophet whom 
Kdwin Arnold has called the light 
of the continent. In the awakening 
of Asia in’ the ‘Twentleth Century, 
they want a material rather than a 
spiritual light, and for that they are 
looking to Syriams The place lies 
on the Irawadi, between Rangoon 
and the sea, and it is the sight of 
the refineries of the Burma Ol!) 
Company. : 
At present the oi] trusts of the 
world are fighting for Asia. Our : 
f£ andard Oil Oompany has prac- 
tically monopolized Japan, Korea 
and a large part of China. It has 
its stations on every river, and its 
agents in every large city. The Rus- 
sian petroleum companies are fur 
nishing the illumination for Siberia, 
and ’the lands east and south of the 
Caspian sea, while the Dutch Bast 
Indies, Slam and a large part of 
China are supplied by the oil flelds 
of Sumatra and _  Boreo. Down 
here in Burma the people are using oil 
from the wells along the Irawadi river. 
They have monopolized Burma, and are 
pushing their trade among the mil- 
lions of India. 

The Standard Crowded Outs 

These people have erowded_ the 
Standard Ojl Company out of their 
market. ([t tried to come in and asked 
the government's permission to build 
its own tanks at the mouth of the 
river. This was refused, and as a re- 
quit, our oii must be shipped here in 
tin cases. This makes it too costly 
in competition with the native prod- 
‘yct, and it cannot inaugurate the ma- 
chinery of distribution such as it has 
in other parts of the Far East. All 
along the west coast of the Pacific 
the storage tanks of the Standard Oil 
Company are to be seen. They are 
@mong the big features of every large 
port, and connected with them are 
great factcries, where tin cans are 
made, and the petroleum is put up for 
shipment over the country. The oil is 
pumped into tank steamers at San 
Francisco and pumped out into tanks 
which hold teng of thousands of bar- 
rels at Shanghai, Tientsin and even at 
Hankow, on the Yangtse Kiang, the 
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latter port being 600 miles in the, in- 
terior of China. f 

Here on the Irawadi there are Symi 
lar tanks, but they belong to a 
Byitish, and are the property of the 
Burma Oi] Company, I can gee at least 
two score or so from where I am writ- 
ing. Eacn tank will hold 1,000,000 gal- 
ions of oil, and altogether they con- 
tain a supply which could furnish one 
gallon to every man, woman and child 
in the United States and leave some 
to spare. 


Burma's Oil] Fleet. 


The Burma Oil Company has its own 
fleet of tank steamers. These have a 
capacity of 600,000 gallons each, and 
are intended for shipping petroleum 
to other parts of the world. It has 
also oil barges of a million gallons 
each for bringing the crude petroleum 
down the Irawadi from the native 
fields up country. These are situated 
about 27Q@ miles in the interior, and 
pipe lines are now being laid from 
them to Syriam. The pipes are already 
as far as Rangoon, and within a few 
months they will be running into the 
refineries. At first the pipes were 
laid on the surface of the ground,

An East Indian Monopoly. 

Burma has the third largest oil trust 
of the world. The Standard comes first, 
then Russia, and after that Burma. 
The output of the Burmese company 
is now about 150,000,000 gallens per 
annum and it sells for something like 
$3,000,000. 

This is only one-eightieth of the 
output of the Standard, and the value 
equals only one-thirtieth of the United 
States product. The oil business here, 
however, as far as modern methods 
are concerned, is only in its infancy, 
and the possibilities are enormous. 
It is just twenty-three years since the 
first oil wells were drilled, although 
the people had been using oil gathered 
in other ways for a generation before. 
It was along back in 1887 that the 
American system of getting oil was 
introduced, and now the fields are 
spotted with derricks. Americans have 
been brought in to superintend the 
sinking of the wells, and seventy such 
men are now employed at $5 per day. 

In the earlier stages of the drilling 
the oil was found at a depth of 500 
feet, but recent wells have gone 
down several thousand feet, and many 
of those now producing are one or 
two thousand feet deep. There are but 
few flowing wells and the average 
capacity is far under that of the 
United States. We have many wells 
whieh yield 100 and more barrels daily. 
The average well in Burma yields 
about fourteen barrels, and many less. 

Since the beginning of the drilling 
the production has steadily increased. 
In 1890 if was only 4,000,000 gallons, 
Hight years later it was 20,000,000, and 
in 1902 it rose to 65,000,000. The fol- 
lowing year the output was 30,000,000 
more, and in 1908 the oil raised ap- 
proximated 150,000,000 gallons. Oi] is 
now found on the islands off the coast 
of this country and new fields are be- 
ing discovered in the hilis of the in- 
terior, So far the most of the product 
comes from the two parallel ravines, 
the wells being sunk along the cliffs 
on both sides and in the space be- 
tween. The most of the ofl seems to 
lie below the margins of the ravines. 

The World’s First Oil Trust. 


It is strange to find that the first oi! 
trust of the world was founded in far- 
@way Asia. The petroleum business 
of Burma has always been a monopoly, 
It was in existence long before our 
Pennsylvania oll was discovered, be- 
ing then in the hai.ds of twenty-four 
families who belonged to two Villages 
located tn the Yenangyang ol] country, 
from which most of the petroleum still 
comes. Generations ago these fami- 
Hes had taken possession of the oil 
fields, and had so fixed it that no one 
outside their own members could dig 
for petroleum or own @n oll well. The 
families were known as Yoya, and 
their chiefs were called Twinsayo. If 


a family had no descendants it could ! 


families are still taking out oil a# their 
forefathers did. Some have been 
bought ‘ont by the trust, but others 
still compete, working the old way 
Their oil comes frém wells which ars 
seldom more than 250 feet deep. They 
break the rock by dropping a pointed 
lump of iron, weighing about 150 


‘ pounds, upon jt again and again, and 
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then carry the debris out in buckets. 

When the oil strata is reached they 
wait for the well to fill and then raise 
the petroleum in buckets, which are 
filled by men lowered in rope Slings to 
the bottom. There is much gas in the 
wells, and the miners can stay below 
but a few minutes. In order to make 
the most of their time, they blindfold 
thei, wn before descending, tearing 
off the bandages when they reach the 
bottom, thus keeping their eyes in fo- 
cus for immediate work. They use 
hats of palm leaves to protect their 
heads from the stones and earth which 
fall upon them from the sides of the 
shafts. Their product is sold to the 
trust, and at such rates that they can 
make. but little more than fair wages. 

The Burmese Oil Company has to 
pay a royalty to the government, but it 
is largely protected by the administra- 
tion and there is little chance for out: 
Side competition. The best of its pres- 
ent oil flelds cover only about one hun- 
dred square miles. 

Burma’s Oi] Refinertes. 

During my stay at Syriam I have 
gone through the refineries. The man- 
agers claim that they are the largest 
of the world, saying that they surpass 
any owned by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. which does its business in 
smaller institutions widely 
throughout the United States. 

The works here at Syrfam cover @ 
hundred acres or more. They are sit- 
uated on the banks of the Irawadi, 
about sixteen mileg from its mouth. 
The river is full of silt, and it has 
built up a great sand bank just oppo- 
Bite the landing so that ships cannot 
come close except at high tide. The 


> ?)e- 


>Silt is so great that the little lake, in- 
side the works, used as a water supply, 


has to be dug out to a depth of six or 
eight feet every year. I saw hundreds 
of coolies excavating this now dry 
lake. They were taking out dirt which 
looked like cement, and carrying it 
away in baskets on their heads. The 
deposits of the Irawadi are so rapidly 
filling the bed of the river that jetties 
similar to those we have at the mouth 
of the Mississippi will probably be 
put itn. 

I went through the works with the 
superintendent, a Scotchman named 
Bishop. I had my camera with me, but 
he objected to my photographing the 
refineries, although he allowed me to 
take snapshots of the laborers and the 
scenes Outside the plant. 

I shall not attempt to describe the 
processes, except to say that enormous 
furnaces are kept hot with oil fires, and 
that the boilers above them have pipes 
to catch the vapor ag tie oil boils. 
Refining petroleum is much like dis- 
tilling whisky. The crude oi] is 
heated to a vapor which flows off into 
the cold pipes. As it strikes them this 
condenses and runs off as pure oil. 

Wax Candles for Buddha. 

In the meantime, the residue is car- 
Tied from boiler to boiler, until all the 


} 


oil has been won. A part of what is 
left is turned into wax, and in the end 
there is a product which is made into 
a coke superior to that from coal. The 
wax is used chiefly for candles, which 
are made here in great quantities to be 
used in the worship of Buddha, Any 
one who can burn a candle before a 
Shrine acquires merit, and the bigger 
the candle the greater the merit. For 
this reason, the candles are of al! sizes, 
from wax matches to great, round, 
tapering cylinders six and a half feet 
tall and as thick ag an elephant’'s leg. 
Such @ candle brings about $10, or 30 
rupees. It will burn fifteen hours, and 
if consumed at a shrine will add much 
to one’s chance of reaching Nirvana. 
Machinery and Labor, 

The machinery of Syriam is up to 
date, It is nearly al} English, al- 
though there are some Yankee inven- 
tions employed. The institution has 
can-making factories, and the oil is 
run into the cang on the premises. 

The labor of the milis is almost alto- 
gether East Indian. About 6,000 men, 
women and boys are employed, the 
children ranging in age from ten years 
upward. I saw little Hindus who 
sShpuld have been in schoo! packing 
candles, carrying heavy loads and do- 
ing all sorts of work. They labored 
with all their might, and their wages 
were a®few cents a day. We rode 
about threugh the works on a trolley 
car pushed by four Hindus, and before 
leaving took a ride on a big automo- 
bile in and out among the great tanks 
where the oil is stered. There are 
something like forty or more of these 
tanks, each marked 1,000,000 galions., 

This oi] trust has other refineries 
at Dunneedaw, on the opposite bank 
of the Irawadi, and 
adding to its works.

Where Rubies Come From. 

Next to coal oil, the biggest monopo, 
ly in Burma is in rubies. 
try produces the finest of such stones 
and furnishes the most of the world’s 
supply. The industry is in the hands 
of the Burma Ruby Mines Company, 
which is operating in the Mogok val- 
ley, about ninety miles from Manda- 
lay. There is a region there 4,000 feet 
above the sea, covering from fifty to 
one hundred square miles, which has 


At timec 
it ylelds as much as a half million dol- 
lars’ worth of rubies a year, and about 
ten years ago a single stone was 


| found weighing seventy-seven carats, 


which sold for more than $100,000. 
The fine ruby is more valuable than 
a diamond of the same weight. It is 
estimated that ome the color of 
pigeon’s blood weighing five carats 


five-carat diamond, and that the price 
will increase with the size. A ruby 
which weighed eleven carats was re- 


certly sold in England for $35,000, 
whereas a diamond of that size would 
not bring more than $5,000.

Among 
the rubies are found spinels, 
which 
but which are not, The jewels are 
tested by a glass through which the 
ruby shows two different colors if 
viewed from different directions, 
whereas the spinel and garnet show 
The rubies are found in a 
matrix in the rocks, and also’in the 
clay. Connected with them are often 
sapphires, blue, yellow and green, as 
well as garnets and spinels. 

Jade for the Chinese. 

Next to the ruby, the jade stones of 
Burma are of great value. They are 
mined in the northern part of the 
country and are brought to Bhamo, on 
the Irawadi above Mandalay, and are 
there sold to the Chinese. The Chi- 
nese prize jade almost as highly as 
pearls, rubies or, diamonds. They look 
upon the stone 4s emblematic of most 
of the virtues, and use it much’ as we 
use the term pure gold. A fine girl is: 
a jade girl, a beautiful hand a jade 
hand and a jade foot is one which is 
always'on time. Nearly every welil- 
to-do Ghinese girl has jade earrings 
and bracelets, and many have jade 
haire pins and brooches. In Burma 
jade is often used for ear plugs as 
well as for rings and other jewelry. 

The jade found in northern Burma 
is of a beautiful green, which is great- 
ly desired. The stone has always been 
regarded as the property of a tribe 
known as the Kachins, and its right to 
mining it has never been calied in 
question by the native kings. The 
amount now produced sells for several 
hundred thousand dollars @ year, and 
in weight it aggregates something like 
one hundred and fifty tons. The min- 
ing is still done by natives, but it is 
under a lessee, who collects the gov- 
ernment duty of 331-3 per cent on all 
taken out. 

How Jade Is Quarried. 

Minfng jade igs more like quarrying 
than anything else. Some of the 
stones, and often the best, are obtained 
as pebbles, but there @re mines where 
the jade rock lies in open quarries. 
The stones here are of different 
grades, varying in quality. Bome of 
the smaller pieces are worth their 
weight in gold, and little bits fit for a 
ring setting will sell in China for a 
hundred dollars or more. On the other 
hand, there are enormous blocks worth 
nothing and tons whieh eannot be 
worked by the poor tools of the na- 
tives, The mining is exceedingly 
primitive. The rocks are cracked by 
building fires upon them. They are 
then broken apart by crowbars and 
wedges and shaped up with hammers 
into the sizes fit for transportation. The 
average export value o fthe stone is 
about 60 cents a pound, that which is 
annually shipped down the Irawadi and 
by Rangoon to China selling for some- 
thing like $200,000.

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SOUTHERN LIBRARY TRAINING SCHOOL 


DOING GREAT WORK

Members of Library Training School at Their Desks Ready to Start a Hard Day’s Work. 


As an evidence of the increasing 
demand for trained workers in the 
library field in the south, it is inter- 
esting to know that at the present 
time évery, graduate of the Library 
Training School of the Carnegie libra- 
ry, of Atlanta, is now engaged in l- 
brary work. 

These positions are held in all parts 
of the country, including the library 
of Yale university, the library of con- 
gress, Washington, public library of 
Allegheny, Pa., in addition to practi- 
cally all the southern states. 

The school is the only library school 
in the south, and before its establish- 
ment the nearest point where training 
of this kind could be secured was at 


Drexel Institute Library school in 
Philadelphia. No tuition fee is charged, 
but the class is limited to ten or 
twelve, and an entrance examination is 
given; this examination is competitive, 
the ten or twelve best applichnts—best 
in point of personal fitness, as well as 
scholarship, are selected. 

The work covers a full school year, 
from September until June. Since the 
establishment of the school there has 
been a noticeable improvément in the 
grade of library efficiency in the south; 
tibrary boards are beginning to realize 
that a trained worker is an economy 
to any library, and her work is done 
with efficiency and dispatch, and that 
in every way the needs of the com- 
munity are better served by a person 
especially trained for the work. 


This fact was very strongly em- 
phasized at the recent meeting of the 
Georgia Library Association; a large 
per cent of the librarians of the 
smaller libraries were young women 
who had been here in Atlanta, and who 
came to give interesting accounts of 
their various experiences as heads of 


libraries.

RECEIPTS JUMPING’ 


AT THE POSTOFFICE 


Postmaster McKee Starts 
HisRegime Under Fav- 
orable Auspices. 


The receipts at the Atlanta post- 
office are growing every month and 
a comparison of the receipts of simi- 
lar months of different years indicate 
a never varying growth. 

The receipts for the month of March 
just closed, Postmaster McKee’s: first 
month in office, show a healthy 
growth over the receipts for the same 
month last year. The figures show 
$84,685.91 for last year, while the re- 
ceipts this year were $90,833.78, mak- 
ing a difference of $6,148.49 in favor 
of 1910, 

In 1900, ten years ago, the receipts 
for the month of March were $28,878.82, 
just $61,954.96 less than for March, 
1910. In other words the receipts 
within ten years almost quadrupled. 

Nineteen eight showed March re- 
ceipts to be $73,253.48, or $17.580.30 less 
than March, of this year. In ‘05, the 
March receipts were $66,068.52. That 
gave March, ‘10, an advantage over 
the five-years-ago March of $34,765.26. 

Between March, ‘08, and March, ‘07, 
the smallest increase was shown. The 
reeceipts in March, 
shown, were $73,253.48, while for March, 
07. they were $72,181.95, the difference 
being only $1,071.58.

FVEN THE DEAF 
MAY HEAR OPERA 


Music Festival Associa- 
tion May Install Acous- 
ticon on Stage. 


Even the deaf will be permitted to 
hear Caruso, Farrar, Scotti and the 
other famous singers who will come ta 
Atlanta for the week of grand opera 
which will be presented itn May by the 
Metropolitan Opera Company of New 
York. 

The Atlanta Music Festival Assocla- 
tion, under whose auspices the grand 
opera will be presented, has under con- 
sideration a proposition by the General 
Acoustic Company, of New York, to in- 
stall on the big stage at the Auditorium 
what is known as the acousticon, a 
device which makes it possible for any 
person im any part of the Auditorium 
to hear as plainly as though they were 
in close proximity to the stage, 

The acousticon is devised especially 
for those whose hearing is defective, 
and who, without its assistance, would 
probably not be able to hear at all. 
The sound from the stage is transmit- 
ted through a telephonic arrangement 
that has proven eminently satisfactory 
in many of the churches and lecture 
halls of New York and other large 
cities. 

Should a sufficient number of per- 
sons whose hearing is defective notify 
the association through Business Man- 
ager Frank Weldon or any of the other 
officers that they desire to use the 
acousticon, the device will be installed 
at avery small expense to the patron.

Remains of the Late Justice In- 
terred at Leaven- 
worth. 


Leavenworth, Kan., April 2.—With 
simple services, the body of Justice 
David J. Brewer, of the supreme court 
of the United States, was buried in 
Mount Miincie cemetery today. 

Hundreds viewed the body in the 
First Congressional church, where it 
lay in state for four hours. Business 
generally was suspended and many 
homes were draped in mourning. 

Services at the church were con- 
ducted by. Rev. Brewer Eddy, of Bos- 
ton. Mass., assisted by Rev. William F. 
Harding, pastor of the Congregational 
church. 


On 
Justice Brewer went to Mount Muncie 


cemetery. After a few moments’ con- 
ten.plation he turned to the sexton and 
pointing to a spot by the side of his 
wife, said:

BURBANK CANNOT 
WORK ON COTTON 


Luther Burbank, the famous experi- 
menter in plant improvement of Call. 


fornia, will not include the cotton 
plant in his experiments. 

In a communication to Governor 
Brown, Mr. Burbank states that while 
he feels a great interest in the de- 
velopment of the fleecy staple, his cli- 
mate is too cool for the cotton plant 
arid he believes it cannot be grown 
there with success. 

Mr, Burbank was requested by the 
Georgia legislature at the last session 
to include the cotton plant in his in- 
vestigations and it was In reply to the 
notice of that-action that he wrote 
to Governor Brown. 

His letter follows: 
wore M. Brown, Governor of Geor- 

ia. 

“Esteemed Sir: Your highly appre- 
ciated communication of March 11 just 
received, and while.I am highly pleased 
to Know that yourself and your legis- 
lature have confidence in my ability 
to improve the cotton plant, which 
most certainly can be improved under 
the right management, yet TI feel, under 
the great pressure to which T am 
continually subjected, that it will be 
impossible for me to do very much of 
anvthing in this line. 

“Our coast climate its too cool for 
the cotton plant and I have so many 
experiments on hand and such a great 
amount of correspondence, which must 
be attended to, that I do not feel like 
starting a néw experiment — station 
further inland where the cotton plant 
would be grown with success. At the 
same time I have started some very 
small experiments in this line, which 
may possibly sooner or later be of 
some benefits to the growers of cot- 
ton. The study of the cotton plant in 
all its phases, sufficiently to § thor- 
oughly compass the wofk of {mprov- 
ing it, would be almost a life work 
for any single individual. Hardiness. 
productiveness,. length and quality of 
staple, resistance to disease and § in- 
sects, especially the boll weevill,. and a 
theansand other questions would be 


nent up in the improvement of cot- 
o 


n. 

“While this work would interest me 
beyond measure were [ within the 
«cotton belt, yet, having thousands on 
thousands of experiments of other 
kinds, some of which have been going 
on from 10 to 30 vears, it would seem 
almost an impossibility for me _ to 
branch out and attack as I would like 
to such a great subject as the im- 
provement of cotton. My time is so 
occupied that I/could not well attend 
to this, excepting in certain directions, 
oe especially toward a hardier va- 
riety.

Editor Constitution: In your appre- 
ciated editorial of April 2, entitled 
“We Must Soon Expand the Tech,” you 
kindly state, “The amazing growth and 
present phenomenal showing of this 
institution make pertinent the query: 
Shall we not begin to consider the 
question of radically enlarging its ac- 
commodations and facilities? The 
question may not press for an answer, 
but the shadow of its urgency is al- 
ready upon us and points the wisdom 
of early investigation.” 
the constructive nature of your query, 
I also wish to stress the fact that the 
question most urgently and immediate- 
ly presses for an answer if the school 
is to continue its usefulness even at 
the present standard. : 


It will doubtless interest you and ali 


Georgians to know that in nine years’ 
time, the state of Georgia has only 
appropriated $10,000 for building pur- 
poses at the Tech. During that period 
the state has properly appropriatea 
many thousands of dollars to provide 
buildings for its other educational in- 
stitutions; but while we rejoice with 
them in their expansion, we naturally 
regret our own deficiency. In the nine 
years referred to, the annual increase 
in the enrollment of our engineering 


students has been 150, to say nothing | 


of the night school and summer schoo: 


enrollment of over 200 addditional an-, 


nually. Again, during the period re- 
ferred to, the legislatures of North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Alabama 
have appropriated many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for buildings anda 
equipment at their respective technical 
colleges in Raleigh, Clemson and Au- 
burn. We are called upon to compete 
with these progressive institutions 
with a maintenance that barely per- 
mits us to exist, and with practically 
no state appropriation for buildings 
and equipment. It is not now a ques- 
tion of expansion with Tech, but of 
actually providing for the students in 
attendance. 

Teaching in Basements and Attic. 

Although we are teaching in base- 
ments and the attic of the main build- 
ing, we actually lack a sufficient num- 
ber of class rooms in which to hear the 
classes now in attendance, and at this 
time we cannot forecast for next ses- 
sion where we can secure recitation 
rooms for at least four classes. A 
bill is now pending before the appro- 
priations committee of the house, call- 
ing for-an appropriation of $35,000 
with which to provide extra class 
rooms and laboratories to meet actua: 
present needs, and if this modest sum 
be not appropriated, not only will 
Tech not expand, but it will be actual- 
ly necessary to reduce our enrollment, 
With overwhelming and insistent de- 
mands for engineers to develop Geor- 
gia's resources, I do not believe the 
state wishes the school to be curtailed 
in-its growth, and as it has received 
only $10,000 for building purposes in 
nine years, we hope the present bill 
with its modest request will be passed. 

It will not be amiss to call attention 
to Atlanta’s enefit and consequent 
obligation in having the Georg?a 
School of Technology located within 
her bounds. The school is annually 
educating 150 Atlanta boys in the en- 
gineering department, and 150 of her 
boys and young men jn the night 
school.

Near a Christmas Present. 


By the record accompanying that 
note the first postoffice in this neck 
of the woods came mighty near being 
a Christmas present to the pioneers 
of this section. It was created by act 
of congress and on the 22d day of 
December, 1842. T. J. Arms was 
named.by President Van Buren as the 
first postmaster of Marthasville. Mr. 
Arms served unti!! 1845 and was suc- 
ceeded by E. B. Reynolds, whose ap- 
pointment became effective March 25, 
1846. Of these two early postmasters 
no trace has been left, not one of the 
many histories of the city referring to 
them. 

But Mr. Reynolds did not serve 
long. Just why, no one of the present 
day knows. He went into office in 
March, and on December 22, 1845, just 
three years to the day after the first 
postmaster, F. C. Arms, qualified, was 
succeeded by the late George Wash- 
ington Collier, an Atlanta ploneer, the 
builder of the Aragon hotel. 

It was during the Collier administra- 
tion that the name of the office was 
changed from Marthasville to Atlanta 
and the commission coming to Mr. 
Collier as postmaster of Atlanta was 
dated January 31, 1848, the date upon 
which the name of Atlanta was sub- 
stituted for Marthasville by the post- 
office department. Mr. Collier served 
to December 12, 1849, when J. S. 
Smith assumed management of the 
office,- being Atlanta’s second post- 
master, his appointment coming to him 
from President Polk. 


and on October 7, 1851, was succeeded 
by George G. Smith, who served nearly 
four years. 


The Tweo Smiths. 


Of the two Smiths nothing is now 
known in Atlanta. If there are any 
relatives of either living in this neigh- 
borhood no trace of them can be ob- 
tained. But it Is a certainty that both 
were prominent in Atlanta at that 
period of the history of the metropolis 
of the south. 

The latter Smith was succeeded on 
March 8, 1855, by Hugh M. Boyd, the 
appointment coming from President 
Pierce.

“Every suggestion they make,” he 
added, “has been thoroughly cover- 
ed by testimony and orders of the 
United States district court for the dais- 
trict of Washington, northern division, 
exonerating me from the slightest sus- 
picion of any irregularity or impro- 
priety. They have deliberately sent 
their agents and emissaries throughout 
the country to traduce me by a cam- 
paign of villification that is not war- 
ranted by any facts whatsoever. If 
they think they can attack me with 
impunity, they are mistaken.” 

Ballinger Called Shyster., 

The article in today’s issue of Col- 
lier’s presents charges against Mr. 
Ballinger in connection with his re- 
lation, as attorney several years ago, 
for Heckmann & Hanson, shipbuilders, 
at Seattle, Wash. Jt charges him with 
“an unpardonable breach of profes- 
siona] honor.” After the shipbuilding 
firm’s affairs had been wound up, it. 
is alleged that an effort was made by 
Heckmann to have his estate reopened, 
believing that his firm had not been 
fairly dealt with. 

It is charged that the referee of the

Brokerage Concerns in 
Many Cities 


29 PERSONS ARE NAMED 
IN THE INDICTMENTS 


Five of These Persons Are Said 


to Be Millionaires---It Is First’ 


Attack by the Government 
on Stock Gambling, and At- 
torney General Wickersham 
Makes Statement. 


Washington, April 9—The govern- 
ment of the United States today made 
its first, but vigorous, onslaught upon 
stock mbling, which, in scope, prac- 
tically covers the country from the 
Missouri river to the Atlantic coast. 

Brokers’ offices in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Jersey City, Baltimore, Cin- 
cinnati and St. Louis were raided sim- 
ultaneously at il o’clock, Eastern 
time, today by special agents of the 
department of justice, who were armed 
with bench warrants issued by the 
supreme court of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Conspiracy indictments, in which 
twenty-nine persons are named—five 
of them said to be milliogaires, and all 
interested in brokers’ offices in large 
cities of the United States, were re- 
turned late: yesterday by the federal 
grand jury of the District of Columbia 
upon evidence which agents of the de- 
partment of justice had been gather- 
ing for more than a year. 

The indictments were withheld yes- 
terday on the request of Attorney 
General Wickersham, so that the de- 
partment of justice detectives might 
make the raids simultaneously upon 
the places suspected of being “bucket 
shops.” 

The Men Indicted, 

The men indicted are: said to be 
those financially interested in the cor- 
porations known as E. S. Boggs & 
Co.. which has offices in New York 
and Philadelphia; Price & Co. which 
has offices in Baltimore and New 
York, and the Standard Stock and 
Grain Dealers, which has offices in 
Jersey City, Philadelphia, Cincinnati 
and St. Louis.

Governor Discusses Fed-: 
eral Legislation. 


Oklahoma Chief Official Be- 
lieves United States Supreme 
Court Will Soon Decide That 
Interstate Traffic in Liquor Is 
Unlawful. 


After traveling 40 hours’ from Guth- 
rie for the express purpose of ad- 
dressing the Anti-Saloon League con- 
vention this afternoon at 3:30 o’clock 
in the City Auditorium, C. N. Haskell, 
governot of Oklahoma, accompanied by 
his wife, arrived in Atlanta yesterday 
at noon and took a room at the Pied- 
mont hotel. Governor Haskell will re- 
turn to Oklahoma early Monday morn- 


ing. 

Governor and Mrs. Haskell were so 
tired by their trip that they did not 
attend the afternoon meeting of the 
league but stayed in their room, where 
they were interviewed last night. 

When aske@ what thé subject of his 
address would be, the gaqvernor smiled 
and said, “Well, really, 1 don’t know.” 
At that Mrs. Haskell looked over at 
her husband and said laughingly, 
“When the govefnor makes a speech 
he ¢Yery seldom takes any trouble 
about what the subject of it is.” 

Interstate Transportation. 

The conversation then drifted to the 
subject of federal legislation for pro- 
hibiting the interstate transportation 
of liquor. “Do you think that a fed- 
eral law will soon be passed which will 
make such traffic unlawful?” he was 
asked. 

‘T believe that the United States 
supreme court will soon decide that 
interstate traffic in liquor is unlawful 
under the present laws,” he replied em- 
phatically. “Perhaps you do not know 
that there is a case now pending be- 
fore the supreme court that involves 
that very question. My attorney, Fred 
S. Caldwell, is conducting the case, the 
intenttion of which Is to keep the fed- 
eral courts of Oklahoma from issuing 
injunctions against the state authori- 
ties when they seize liquor that has 
been imported into the state. 

“The case is being conducted under 
the contention that whisky, per se, is 
contraband under the interstate law. 
When I proposed this step people 
laughed at me, but the supreme court 
has considered it and has ordered a 
return for’ Monday, April 4. 

“Here,” continued the governor, “is 
a telegram which I sent to Mr. Cald- 
well. As it bears on the subject per- 
haps you would like to hear it..” 

Not Legitimate Objeet. 

Governor Haskell then read tWe pa- 
ner, portions of which are gs follows: 

“Whisky is not a legitimate article 
of commerce. Its traffic is presumed 
to be destructive of public peace, order 
and morals. Its privilege and transpor- 
tation as a legitimate article of com- 
merce is not implied nor can legisla- 
tion by express provision endow it 


with such privilege. 

“The Constitution of the United 
States stands first for the public 
health, peace and happiness, and al} 
attempts at legislation to waive these 
purposes are void. There can be no 
vested rights, no manner of lawful 
trade, no privileges of a citizen plead- 
ed in protection of the transportation 
of that which confessedly produces 
public disorders, physical destruction 
immorality.

L FADS PEOPLE TO WASTE 


Hill Furnishes Figures Showing 
Tremendous Increase in Gov- 
ernmental Expenditures and 
in Taxation—He Character- 
izes Age as One of Profligacy 
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WORLD IS MONEY CRAZY, 
SAYS JAMES J. HILL

“The fashion of public extrav- 
agance is most easily imitated.

“No state need ever borrow 
again if it is wisely and honest- 
ly governed. 

“When much money is flowing 
down the gutter many a&@ man 
finds it easier to scoop up what 
he wants than to work for it. 

“Graft is the offspring of pub- 
lic extravagance, and the par- 
ent of civic death.” 
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New York, April 2.—(Special.)— 
James J. Hill, ‘the famous railroad 
magnate, arraigns in strong terms the 
criminal extravagance in national, 
state and municipal expenditures. 
which, he says, is the underlying cause 
of the increase in the cost of living. 
He says: 

“We are living in an age of world- 
wide financtal delirium; most nations 
have thrown away moderation in the 
spending of money. 

“In our own country, leaving out the 
debt of counties, municipalities , and 
school districts, the aggregate debt of 
all the states and, territories decreased 
23.1 per cent in the period from 1807 to 
1909, but the following twelve years 
it increased 11.2 per cent. 

Increased ‘Taxation. 

Debt figurés, however, do 
gin to tell the story of our 
extravagance. Only a small part of 
our expenditures is represented by 
debt tables. The rest is raised by in- 
creased taxation. In part this con- 
sists of new imposts, new licenses and 
in part it comes from increas®d as- 
sessment of all property that provides 


not be- 
national 


‘more revenue without showing an in- 


creased taxation. 

“I know of nothing bearing more di- 
rectly or forcibly upon the subject of 
national waste than the profligacy dis- 
closed by our public expense ledgers. 
Although the great business expansion 
of this country began right after the 
civil war, the expenses of 1890 were 
but $4,000,000 greater than those twen- 
ty years back. Since '1890 these ex- 
penditures have grown by $180,000,000 
each nine years on the average, or 
$20,000,000 a year, until now they are 
121.4 per cent more than they were 
eighteen years ago. Expressed _ in 
terms of per capita outgo, these 
charges, which are only part of the 
cost of maintaining the federal gov- 
ernment, rose from $4.75 in 1896 to 
$6.39 in 1900 and $7.56 in 1908. 
Enormous Increase of Government Cost 

“Looking at our states and cities, @f- 
ficial records. show tha@ the cost of 
state government was only $1.24 per 
capita in 1890 and $2.36 in 1902; for

“The ideal of intelligent economy 
must be restored; let the rule be that 
every dollar unprofitably spent marks 
a crime against posterity, just as much 
as does the dissipation of material re- 
sources. . 

“Credit and everything should be 
conserved by a sharp scrutiny of new 
bond ‘issues. The nation should re- 
gerve them for the crisis of war; no 
gtate need ever borrow again if it is 
wisely and honestly governed. 

“Stop grafting, the offspring of pub- 
lic extravagance and the parent of civ- 
ic decay; not only the gross from that 
robs treasuries, but the more subtle 
and more dangerous species that infect 
the masses of the people themselves. 
Individual and public economy, a just 
distinction between a high standard 
of comfort on ore side, and vulgar 
criminal waste On the other; a check 
on income wasting, debt creation and 
credit inflation——-these are the essen- 
tials of the new and better conserva- 
tion.”

Sentiment on the democratic side is 
considerably divided over this ques- 
tion. If the democrats carry the next 
house, the members of the present mi- 
nority want some power left in the 
office of speaker. 
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Representative Poindexter, of Wash- 
ington, a republican insurgent, has ad- 
vanced the suggestion that the speak- 
er need not even be a member of the 
house. He would have the occupant 
of the office a mere presiding officer, 
whose only duty is to keep order and 
preside over the deliberations of the 
house. He has suggested that the 
ideal man under such conditions would 
be Asher Hinds, the parliamentarian, | 
who stands at the speaker’s elbow on| 
all occasions to be his guide through 
parliamentary rapids.

SENATOR BEVERIDGE 
HAS A FIGHT AHEAD 


Approaching Conven- 
tion Attracts Attention. 


Statesmen in Washington Are 
Watching With Interest In- 
diana Politics---Beveridge Has 
Rough Road to Travel. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 2.—(Special.)— 
The republican convention of Indiana, 
which igs to be held next week, is at- 
tracting considerable attention among 
the statesmen in Washington, first be- 
cause it is the first state convention 
to be held this year, and, next, because 
it will probably settle the fate of Sen- 
ator Beveridge. 

There are now nine democratic and 
two republican representatives rrom 
Indiana in the house. Senator Shively 
is a democrat and Senator Beveridge a 
republican. So the state is almost sol- 
idly democratic. It is no secret that 
Senator Beveridge has a teriffic fight 
ahead of nim to secure reelection. He 
realizes the incubus of the republican 
tariff bill, and is trying to make peace 
with the opponents of that measure and 
yet preserve his republican’ affilia- 
tions. 

While Senator Beveridge voted 
against the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, 
and urgently favored the creation of 
a tariff commission to take up the re- 
vision of the tariff on scientific lines, 
he is nevertheless bound to shoulder 
part of the burden of obloquy meeted 
out to the party of which he jis a 
member. 

Already two republian congressional 
conventions have been held in Indiana. 
In the Seventh the platform adopted 
contained absolutely no reference to 
the tariff whatever. In the tenth, the 
platform said the bill adopted was “a 
substantial step in fulfilment of the 
pledge of the party to revise the tariff.” 
The platform which thus indorsed the 
tariff, also indorsed Senator Beveridge, 
who had opposed the tariff. 

The report is that Representative 
Crvumpacker wrote the platform and 
submitted it to Senator Beveridge and 
to the president and secure4 the in- 
dorsement of both on the declaration. 

Beveridge to Dominate Convention. 

Senator Albert J. Beveridge fought 
and voted against the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill and is recognized as an in- 
surgent. He has complete control of the 
partv machinery in Indiana. and it is 
understood that he will dominate the 
state convention next week. The plat- 
form, accordingly, will be of his mak- 
ing, and the question of moment is 
what the platform will say on the 
tariff’ and how far it will go in indors- 
ing the Taft administration. 

Moreover, Senator Beveridge will 
presidg over the deliberations of the 
convention and will make a speech 
that will be the keynote for the re- 
publican campaign in Indiana, and, 
presumably, the keynote of his cam- 
paign for reelection to the senate. The 
word has gone forth that his speech is 
to be a sensational one, and it may de- 
velop more interest and more im- 
portance than the platform. It is 
taken for granted that the senator will 
make a vigorous defense of his posi- 
tion on the tariff question, and it is re- 
ported that he will go further and 
make the most vigorous kind of an as- 
sault on the republican national lead- 
ers who rally around the standard 
borne by Senator Aldrich, of Rhode 


Island. 
Vigorous Speech Promised. 

If Senator Beveridge undertakes to 
be really sensational, it goes without 
saying that he will make the fur fly. 
He is an effective orator, his vocabu- 
lary is as extensive as Noah Webster's 
compilation, and then some, and he 
knows how to be terse and epigram- 
matic. He is quoted as having told his 
friends that he is prepared to make 
the effort of his life, and to those 
familiar with his other efforts that 
means a great deal. 

Former Senator Hemenway, James E. 
Watson, Vice President Fairbanks, for- 
mer Governor Durbin, and other In- 
diana republican leaders who have 
never been allied with Senator Bever- 
idge, and who’ have dominated party 
affairs in their state for twenty years, 
have said that they will keep hands 
off and let Mr. Beveridge have every- 
thing his own way this year. That 
such conservatives and suchM@trong ad- 
vocates of the republican policy of pro- 
tection can sit by and permit a state 
convention to disapprove, or even fail 
to indorse, a tariff measure enacted by 
a republican congress, seems almost 
incredible. There is unquestionably a 
large element of the republicans of 
the state that believes in a tariff.pol- 
icy such as is exemplified in the Payne- 
Aldrich law. Consequently there is no 
little speculation as to what will hap- 
pen in event some one of the old guard 
should take issue with the kind of a 
platform that Senator Beveridge will 
prepare. ® 

Under these circumstances it is read- 
fly apparent why Indiana holds the 
center of the political stage for the 
moment. Oldtime leaders say that 
Senator Beveridge is simply - reading 
himself out of the republican. party 
and turning the state over to the dem- 
ocrats, but Beveridge answers that he 
will not let anybody else read him out 
of the party, and that Indiana is now 
practically democratic, so there will 
not be a great loss if events demon- 
state that he is wrong in the stand he 
is making. 

And Senator Beveridge never ad- 
mitted he was wrong in anything. 
That events could be so unsympathetic

Hours for Prison Physi- 
cian Cause of Friction. 


Dr. Durrett May Resign, as the 

Committee Insists Upon .Him 

. Reporting at the Stockade at 

ly Morn---Prisoner Makes 
Complaint of Whipping. 


The prison committee of council is 
not having plain sailing at the. city 
stockade. 

The trouble is abeut the duties 
which have beer imposed on the city 
prison physician. He says too much 
is required of him, and the superin- 
tendent of the stockade says hé must 
have the services of the physician at 
certain «hours. 

The committee met yesterday 
morning and held a conference with 
Dr. R. B. Durrett, the prison physi- 
cian, and Superintendent Lanford. 

The city ordinance which laid down 
the new stockade rules after the nota- 
ble investigation a few months ago, 
Says that no city convict shall be pun- 
ished until he or she has been exam- 
ined by the physician. The whipping 
is done early in the morning, before 
the convicts go to work. Dr. Durrett 
Says it is impossible for him to be 
at the prison at 5 o’clock each thorn- 
ing when he has to look after the 
prisoners at the police barracks dur- 
ing the night, and must be at 
stockade until late each evening. 
stated to the committee that he was 
giving his entire time to the city’s 
work. , 

Wanted Law Carried Out. 

Councilman Cofield insisted that the 
ordinance be carried out. The. doctor 
said he could not do any more than 
he was doing. This caused a very 
warm argument, and at one time 
Councilman Cofield said to the doctor: 

“Are you going to. make the stock- 
ade rules or will the committee do it?” 

“I only want to do my full duty,” 
was the reply. 

Councilman Cofield made a= motion 
that the doctor be required to report 
at the stockade early in the morning. 
The motion was lost, and Dr. Durrett, 
thinking the matter ended, left the 
room. 

But it was not over with, for another 
motion was made which required the 
Physician to be at the stockade each 
morning not later than 5:30 o’elock, 
with ‘the proviso that he be not re- 
quired to go to the stockade during the 
day unless called. 

If Dr. Durrett stieks to his first dec- 
laration he may resign and a new 
prison physician be elected. 

Prisoner Makes Complaint. 

The committee read a letter to May- 
or Maddox from a prisoner 
named Joe Goings, the white 
man who threatened to kill the re- 
corder, in which the writer said he 
had been cryelly whipped and‘ “ruint 
for life.” The superintendent explain- 
ed the case, stating that Goings had 
drawn a knife on him and tried to 
cut him and the guards. He said the 
whipping was not severe. This was 


{satisfactory to the committee. 


Samples of convict shoes, underwear 
and stockings were presented by sev- 
eral local concerns, and the committee 
asked for bids on the same. It was 
ascertained that stockings, and good 
ones, could be bought for 76 cents a 
dozen, and undervests for 80 cents a 
dozen.

AdditionalBillsReturned 
by Grand Jury. 


John D. Turner One of the Men 
Against Whom Indictments 
Are Found---Hearing for All 
Indicted by Grand Jury Will 
Be Given April 18. 


That a determined warfare against 
bucket shop operations in Atlanta has 
been begun was amply shown by the 
grand jury when on yesterday they 
again took the matter up, with the 
result that several more prominent 
cotton brokers have been indicted. 

When asi “he names:of these men, 
Solicitor Gene al Hill refused to give 
them out. His reasons were that they 
had not yet been served with the 
bench warrants and that it was not 
deemed advisable by the judges that 
any publicity be given the matter, 

Later in the day, however, it was 
given out that John D. Turner, the 
promineft broker, with offices in the 
Fourth National Bank building, was 
one of the men. A hearing will be 
heard of all these cases on the 18th of 
April, when the criminal branch of 
the superior court will convene in 
charge of Judge L. S. Roan. 

This is the second batch of indict- 
ments found by the grand jury against 
the alleged “bucket-shoppers.” At the 
time of their first meeting, warrants 
were issued against five other promi- 
nent dealers in turn and, their names 
were published in The Constitution of 
the following day. 

This action of the grand jury, com- 
ing as it does at the same time with 
the nation-wide movement against the 
same class of cotton brokers, is signffi- 
cant. 

No persons have appeared against 
the alleged “bucket-shoppers” of their 
own volition. There has been no out- 
side prosecution. This crusade has 
originated entirely. with the grand 


jury.

Statement by Wickersham, 

In a prepared statement issued today 
Attorney General Wickersham  ex- 
pressed the belief that the return of 
these indictments and the prosecution 
of the defendants therein will do a 
great deal toward destroying the oper- 
ations of bucketshops throughout the 
country. 

The governments sleuths went at 
the enemy with his own fire, and, it is 


said, did not hesitate to do a little 
wire tapping now and then to get their 
evidence. Taking for granted that the 
charge often mads that bucketshops 
secured quotations by tapping wires 
which carry them to legitimate cus- 


tomers was true, the detectives tapped 
onto more than one communication 
being sent between those itindicted. 
Employees of some of the shops were 
served with subpoenas and called be- 
fore the grand jury to tell what they 
knew about the methods of operation. 

Violation of the law, upon convie- 
tin, entails a maximum penalty of 
$10,000 fine and two years’ imprison- 
ment. 

Sixteen Arrests Made. 

When the department of justice 

closed for business today reports re- 


ceived from various points showed 
there had been sixteen arrests of pér- 
sons named in the indictments. Five 
of these were in New York city, 
Messrs. Preusser, Mayer, Robinson L. 
Cella and Angelo Cella, all of whom 
were released on $5,000 bail each; five 
in Baltimore—Welden, Anderson, Hen- 
ry M. Randolph, Price and Morehead, 
also released in $5,000 bail each, and 
in Philadelphia, Turner, Owens, Par- 
rish, Stumpf, Ford and Campbell, whose 
bail in each case was fixed at $2,500.

Humphrey Owen, New York, said to 
be a miember of the Philadelphia Con- 
solidated Exchange. 

Albert Ford, Norwood, Pa., teleg'raph 
operator, arrested at the office of 
Boggs & Co., one of the indicted con- 
cerns. ‘ 

Marshall F. Parrish, Philadelphia, 
aileged to be the secretary.of the Phil- 
adelphia Consolidated Exchange. 

Harry C. Stumpf, Philadelphia, mem- 
ber of the Philadelphia Consolidated 
Exchange and a member of the broker- 
age firm of Harvey & Stumpf. 

Most ef the men were arrested while 
on the floor of the Philadelphia Con- 
solidated Stock. Exchange, which the 
government declares is one of the cen- 
ters of the bucket-shop business. 

George Cortelyou, chief of the posta! 
inspectors if this city, who had charge 
of the arrests here, declared this aft- 
ernoon that the arrest of the alleged 
bucket-shoppers here “is the most im- 
portant of the whole outfit.” 

“The Consolidated Exchange in this 
city,” declared Mr. Cortelyou, “was the 
eenter of the system, of which the op- 
erators in other cities “were merely 
branches. Stocks were bought and sold 
without the exchange of certificates or 
shares, and all the transactions in oth- 
er cities had to be cleared through the 
Consolidated Exchange here.”

If anyone, through curiosity or in- 


advertence, has ever visited that sec- 
known aps 
the Leonard street district, he or she 
has brought away a vague impres- 
sionistic picture of a mass of huddled 
houses, hot-looking barracks, in which 
men, women and children are crowdea 
in such numbers that there is no pos- 
sible chance of securing a comfortable 
or homelike manner of living; and has 
had a lingering memory bof small, 
ugly yards, hot, dusty streets, and a 
general atmosphere of poverty whose 
barrenness is accentuated by an under- 
lying suggestion of resignation to the 
situation which prevent its >better- 
ment. 

Negro houses, peopled with a poor 
class, arg in such close proximity to 
the houses is which white people: live 
that either can almost reach into the 
other’s house across the narrow space 
which separates the two; and little 
white children are forced to play in 
such surroundings, and under such in- 
fluences as naturally result. 

The children, of all sizes and ages, 
roll and tumble in the dust and play 
half-heartedly on the uneven side- 
walks. Their lUttle faces are soiled, 
their heads unkempt and tousled, their 
clothing untidy; and on every face 
there is that expression of oldness 
which is so pathetic when seen where 
smiles and laughter and childish in- 
seuciance should be. 

Playground Is Wanted. 

These are the children for whom a 
playground is wanted in the Leonard 
street district. There are hundreds of 
them, who do not even know how to 
play. Their little souls have not had 
a chance to grow, their eyes have been 
dulled by the constant oppression of 
surroundings which are not beautiful, 


and their minds have had no chance 


to develop, 


EE 


They are eager little bodies, nat- 
urally bright, and susceptible to un- 
limited influence—from one whom 
they count a friend. But in the pres- 
ence of the stranger,“ whom they feel 
to be not in sympathy with them, they 
are shy and distant, and absolutely un- 
approachable. These little people are 
crowded in small houses that are hot 
and ‘unhealthy. Last summer, in one 
house where several families live, 
twenty-three children were actually 
counted. 

Yet they are little children with a 
right to happiness while they are 
young; and the playground movemenr 
is for the development and betterment 
of all little children—trich- and poor 
alike. It is those who, like the chil- 
dren in the Leonard street district, 
who have no outside means of pleas- 
ure, or. happiness, or education, who 
need most the beneficial privileges of 
the playground. 

It. would give their little bodies 
wholesome exercise, would encourage 
among them a sense of justice and 
fair play, would educate them in 
friendliness, kindliness and love, wouia 
teach them “how to play,” and would 
develop them physically, morally and 
mentally. 


Advantages That Would Accrue. 


Aside from the good that would 
come to the children themselves 
through the playground and the super- 
vision of a sincere, sympathetic, com- 
petent director, would be the indirect 
influence on the community, for 
through the children,» who later will 
be the grown people of the district, 
and the fathers and the mothers, an 
intangible, almost indefinable, infiu- 
ence for the betterment, the genera] 
up-lifting of the community, would 
be created. For that reason the need 
of the playground seems urgent and 
imperative to those who know the 
situation there:

FOR RAILROADS 


So Says Congressman 
Crow of Missouri. 


Crow Says That Government 
Is Largely Overpaying Roads, 
and Urges Reduction to Prop- 
er Basis in Order to Kill the 
Postal Deficit. 


Washington, April 2,-—( yo 
Representative Crow, of Missouri, be- 
lieves the railroads of the country are 
receiving too much for carrying the 
mails and he proposes that the amount 
be reduced as @ means toward wiping 
out the postal deficit. 

He says many earnest members of 
the house have asserted positively the 
same thing, and others equally earn- 
est contend strongly that the pay 
to the railroads is not large for the 
service rendered. “None of them,” 
said Mr. Crow, “has given any defi- 
nite proof.” 

. Compensation Too Much. 

In attempting to show' that the com- 
pensation from the government to the 
railways was too much, he quoted 
from a railway committee’s document 
which asserted that pay for postal cars 
was not rental, but included the trans- 
portation as well. If this be true, Mr. 
Crow thinks the government is m-k- 
ing a mistake in paying $5,000,000 a 
year for cars and $46,000,000 for the 
mail hauled in these cars. Continuing, 


i he said: 


“If any member of this house can 
give me any good reason why we 
should pay seven times as much to the 
railroads for hauling 5,000 pounds of 
mail as we do for hauling a #40,000- 
pound car, I would be glad to hear 
him. Can you not see that it would 
cost the railroads practically as much 
to pull the car empty and loaded with 
56.000 pounds of mail? 

“Granting that we pay the railroads 
as much for hauling the 40,000 pounds 
of mail as for hauling the 40,000-pound 
car, we would then only pay $11,000,000 
per year for having the mails hauled 
instead of the $50,000,000 per year 
which we are now paying.” 

He Wants Pay Rearranged. 

. He argued that if the pay was re- 
arranged and placed on a car basis, 
even if the rate per year was in- 
creased, the government would save 
money and the total cost of hauling 
the mail be reduced below $15,000,000. 
If the rate of pay was according to 
the number of cars used, he said it 
would obviate the necessity of weigh- 
ing the mails and save that large ex- 
pense. He continued: 

“Should my roposition become a 
law we would not have to worry about 
the deficit loss in carrying second- 
class mail matter, for there would be 
no loss; nor would we have to worry 
about any deficit, for we would have 
none; nor would we need to fear about 
raising the salaries of the rural car- 
riers and the letter carriers; nor would 
we need to fear raising the salaries of 
the rural postal clerks and passing 
a law allowing them half pay while 
sick or crippled to such an extent as 
to render them unable to work tem- 
porarily. 
Taft’s Great Mistake. 


“I desire to call ‘ne attention of 
this house to what seems to me to be 
a great and expensive istake. It is 
not my desire to make pl to the gal- 
leries by abusing any corperation, but 
in view of the fact that the president 
has recently recommended that the 
postage on newspapers and magazines 
be increased, because of the loss this 
government sustains in carrying them 
in the mail at the l1-cent-per-pound 
rate, 
make a few remarks on the subject. 

“IT have heard many able members 
of this house say this government pays 
too much to the railroads for carrying 
the mails. I.have heard just as able 
members say that the railroads are not 
paid too much for carrying the mails. 
1 have not heard any member give 
definite proof that the railroads are 
paid too much nor have I heard any 
member give definite proof that they 
are not paid too much. 

‘T unhesitatingly say they are paid 
too much. I am going to go a step 
further and say that if the roads were 
paid a fair ,and only a fair, price for 
their services In carrying the mails 
there would be no loss to the govern- 


iment in that service, but that the de- 


ficit now» found in the postoffice de- 
partment would be wiped out and a 
surplus appear instead. 

Railroads Take All They Can Get. 


‘Ty have no desire to criticise the 
railroads for accepting all this gov- 
ernment will give them for any service 
which they may perform, but I can see 
no reason why we should needlessly 
waste money by giving them three or 
four times as much as it is worth to 
carry the mails and then stint our- 
selves and finally be forced to discon- 
tinue establishing rural routes alto- 
gether. I think the railroads have 
been a great blessing to this gy set BE 
and they have certainly done their 
share in the development of. the coun- 
try. but so have the ploneer farmers 
and lumbermen and factory men. I do 
not wish to be understood as standing 
in the way of the development of this 
great country, but our president has 
correctly said that we should econo- 
mize, and I believe in taking him at 
his word. I do not believe, however, 
in building up the railroads nor any 
other kind of corporations at the ex- 
pense of the rural routes, rural car- 
riers, letter carriers, railway mail 
clerks, nor even the newspapers, for I 
believe in a higher education of the 
people, instead of checking the present 
pre<ress made by them in enlightening 
tht -eop'’e along all lines.”

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T. H. Greer, of Jackson, Who Held Bale of Cotton Thirty-eight Years to 


Get 16 Cents a Pound.

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Jackson, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—*I 


‘will get 16 cents for this bale of cotton,

or I will never sell it,’”’ was the dec- 
laration made by T. H. Greer, thirty- 
eight years ago. He kept his prom- 
ise and got his price, but it took him 
thirty-eight years to do it. 

Back tn 1872, December 19, to be ex- 
act, T. H. Greer, a prosperoug farmer of 
Butts county, ginned a bale of cotton 
by water power, the gin being the 
Griswold, then in use, and the old 
hand-lever. press was used. The war 
had not been over long at the time 


land cotton was high—higher than it 


has been since then with one exception. 
The market was 16 cents that season, 
but as this bale was lIate in being 
turned out from the press, the mar- 
ket had slumped, and after loading the 
bale on his wagon Mr. Greer took it to 
Griffin, only to be refused 16 cents. 
Whereupon he declared he would never 
sell for less than that figure. Ac- 
cordingly, he carried the bale of cotton 
back home, where it has since re- 
mained until this week. 

Tuesday Mr. Greer drove to town 
and an offer of 16 cents per pound 
was made him and he accepted it. 
The cotton was bought by Etberidge, 
Smith & Co., well-known local buyers. 
They have placed the cotton in the 
front of thetr store, and it is being 
viewed by hundreds of persons. 

Oldest Bale ou Record. 
When first ginned the bale of cotton 


weighed 505 pounds. - Only-endjtime 


——— ~ 


since it was first packed has it been ré- 
packed, and that was in 1905, when it 
was found to be perfectly sound. So 
far as known, this is the oldest bale 
of cotton on record. 

Local cotton buyers have had their 
eyes on this bale of cotton for a long 
time. During the Louisana exposition 
at St. Louis Mr. Greer was offered a 
fancy price for his cotton, it being 
desired for exhibition purposes, but he 
would not part with it. During the 
Sully boom a few seasons ago cotton 
went above 16 cents, the first time 
since 1872, when the cotton was first 
Binned. At that time he could have 
sold the bale for 16% cents per pound, 
but he thought it would go to 20 cents 
per pound, and so missed his chance 
of selling, for the market soon went 
down. 

Mr. Greer is now.an old man. He is 
a familiar and well-known figure and 
belongs to the well-known family of 
Greers, who have lived in this county 
since Robert Greer wrote his famous 
almanac back in the first part of the 
last century.

POSTAL REVENUES 
REPORTED HEAVY 


Keeping Pace Set by the Cus- 
toms and Internal 
Revenue. 


Washington, April 2.—Postal reve 
enues, apparently, are keeping pace 
with that set by the customs and in- 
ternal revenue, which show a consid- 
erable increase this year, according to 
statements made today to Postmaster — 
General Hitchcock and Secretary Mac- 
Veagh by Meritto Chance, auditor for 


November and De- 
cember, 1909, the postal receipts ex- 
ceeded those of the same period of 
1908 by $2,593,333, there being a sur- 
plus in the revenues of $2,111,356, as 
against a deficit of $1,481,977 for 1908. 
The business done in the quarter end- 
ed December 31 last was the largest 
done in the history of the department. 
The postal deficit for the first half of 
the fiscal year 1910 was $4,072,241, as 
against $10,284,846 for the preceding 
half year.

Editor Constitution: The farm oper- 
ated by the State College of Agricul- 
ture in Athens is composed of 830 
acres. Much of this land is of such a 
rolling and undulating character that

have an adequate supply of farmyard 
manure for stimulating crop produc- 
tion on the rest of the land. 

For the past three years the depart- 
ment of animal husbandry has been 
handicapped in teaching stock judging 
because it was impossible to secure 
typical representatives of the beef 
type, and for a long time the need of a 
beef herd to be used:as laboratory ma- 
terial with the students in animal hus- 
bandry has been a serious drawback. 

One of the most serious drawbacks 
to undertaking this demonstration was 
to secure a satisfactory breeding herd 
of cows. A sufficient number of pure- 
bred Jersvy bulls have been used in 
the state tv so contaminate the native 
cattle to render them absolutely unfit 
for producing either profit to the feed- 
er or a satisfactory quality of beef to 
the consumer. In a few isolated cases 
farmers nave undertaken to feed cattle 
of this character. Except in a few in- 
stances, the attempt has been met with 
loss of money, and after one or two 
years the enterprise has been aban- 
doned. This has been exceedingly un- 
fortunate, because it has deterred a 
great many people from undertaking 
to breed and feed beef cattle within 
the state. 

The last of February the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture purchased twenty- 
fiVE high-grade Herefords in south 
Georgia to be used as a foundation for 
establishing a beef herd. While they 
are not all that could be desired, they 
will. be *xcecdingly satisfactory for 
this work. Better animals could have 
been secured by going outside of the 
state and paying more money for them. 
However, :n order to make the demon- 
stration more practical, it was desired 
to start with Georgia-bred animals, 
since they represent from one to three 
crosses of Hereford sires on the native 
type of dams, and any farmer with a 
small outlay of capital will have no 
difficulty in duplicating the experi- 
ment. In the future nothing but well- 
developed, registered Hereford bulls 
will be used as sires, and accurate 
records will be kept as to the weight 
of the foundation herd at different 
ages, and the descendants resulting 
from adiitional crosses of pure-bred 
sires. The policy will be to retain all 
promising females for breeding pur- 
poses, and thus improve the quality of 
the herd frim year to year. The bull 
calves will all be steered and fed off 
as 2-year-olds.

of the state will réceive the benefits 
from this phase of the work being car- 
ried on by the State College of Agri- 
culture. 

One argument often urged against 
beef production in Georgia is that 
there is a lack of satisfactory markets. 
This may have been true in the past; 
however, at the present time there are 
in round numbers 49,000,000 cattle in 
the United States. Three years ago 
there was a total of 51,000,000 cattle. 
The unheard-of high prices for the 
past few seasons have attracted a 
great many immature calves, and in 
too many instances large numbers of 
breeding cows, so that there is every 
reason to expect the shortage to in- 
crease and the price of beef p.-uucts 
to remain permanently high, or even 
higher, than at the present time. With 
available packing ‘houses and slaugh- 
tering places in most of the towns, 
there need be no further fear as to 
finding a satisfactory market, and 
there appears to be no valid reason 
why more farmers should not make 
the preduction of beef cattle a part 
of their business.

LITTLE WANDEROBO DOG.

One of the most exciting phases of 

African hunting is the beating of 

Swamps for lion. A long skirmish 

line of native porters is sent in at one 

end: of the swamp and, like a gigantic 
comb, sweeps every live thing ahead of 
it as it g@dvances through the reeds. All 
kinds of swamp life are stirred into 
action, and a fairly large swamp will 
yield forth the contents of a pretty re- 

spectable menagerie. Sometimes 4 

hyena or. two will be flushed and once 


in a while a lion will be driven out. 


It is the constant expectation of the 
last named animal that gives such 
keen and long sustained interest to 
of beating a swamp. One 
never knows what to expect. A 
suspicious stir in the reeds may mean 
a lion or only a hyena; an enormous 
crashing may sound like a herd of 
elephants, but finally resolve itself 
into a badly frightened reed buck. 


' Most of the time you expect reed buck, 
but all the time you have to be\ready 


for lion. As a general thing a n 
will slink along in the reeds ahead of 
the beaters and not reveal himself un- 
til he is driven to the end of the cover. 
Then he will grunt warningly or show’ 
an ear or a lashing tail above the 
reeds, and inatantly every one is in a 
state of intense expectancy. What, 
the next move willl be no one knows, 
but ft is more than likely to be some- 
thing of a- supremely dramatic sort. 

One day we were beating swamps on 
the Gnas Neishu plateau. Lions seem; 
ed to be numerous in that district. 
Two days before I had killed two 
liors near by, and during the morning 
Stephenson and I had killed two lion- 
esses in the same line of marshy reed 
beds. We now intended advancing to 
the next large swamp of the -chain 
and see whether a large, black maned 
lion might not be routed out. 


Conditions Look Good to Hunters, 

Conditions seemed propitious, for in 
this self-same swamp Colonel Roose- 
velt had seen the best lion of his trip 
gome weeks before. Perhaps the lion 
might still be there. 

he campaign was 
great thoroughness. Forty or fifty 
porters were formed into the cus- 
tomary skirmish line and on each side 
we paralleled the beaters with our 
rifles. At the word of command the 
column began to advance and the in- 
terest reached a fever heat. The 
swamp was 500 or 600 yards long, and 
for the first 300 yards nothing of a 
thrilling sdért occurred. The shouts 
of the beaters blended into a rhythmic, 
melodious chant and the swish of their 
sticks as they thrashed the reeds was 
enough to make even the king of 
beasts apprehensive. 

Over on my side of the swamp there 
was a wide extension of dry reeds and 
bushes through which I was obliged 
to go in order to keep in touch with 
the skirmish line of porters. We had 
gotten three-quarters the full length 
of the swamp and any moment might 
reasonably expect to hear from a lion 
if there were one ahead of us. Every 
rifle was at readiness and the porters 
were advancing less impetuously. In 
fact. they were pretending to go for- 
ward without doing so. 

Suddenly a wild shout from a porter 
near by, then a -jhurried retreat of other 
porters, and then a cautious advance 
wave sign that something desperate 
was about to happen. We caught a 
glimpse of reeds movfg about and 
the nsaw something crouched in the 
grass beneath. Two ears were finally 
deciphered among the tangle of rushes, 
and there wae no further doubt about 
it It was not a lion. It wasn't even 
@ hyena.

What the “Beat” Ytelded. 

It was a little dog. His presence 
in the middle of that swamp was about 
as logical as if he had been a musk 
Ox Or a walrus. However, 
was, gazing up at us from the bull- 
rusbes, with mild, friendly eyes and a 
little tail that was poised for wagging

at the slightest provocatton. He was 
instantly christened “Moses” for obvi- 
ous reasons. Later the name was 
changed to Mosina, also for obvious 
reasons. 

After the line of porters had re- 
gained their composure the lion beat 
continued, but no lion appeared. The 
sum total of the wild béasts yielded by 
that promising swamp was one (1) lit- 
tle black and tan dog with white feet. 

Some of our genealogical experts ad- 
dressed themselves to the task of figur- 
ing out the why and wherefor of lit- 
tle Mosian and what in the world she 
was doing out in a lion and leopard- 
infested place? Leopards in particu- 
lar are fond of dogs, not the Way you 
and I are fond of them, but in quite 
a different way. * aA leopard, so it is 
said. prefers a dog:to ‘any other food 
and ‘will take daring chances in an ef- 
fort to.secure one for breakfast, din- 
ner, or supper. Therefore, how little 
Mosina escaped so long is a mystery 
yet unsolved. 

The experts decided after a thorough 
consideration of the case, viewing it 
from all possible angles, that thé lit- 
tle dog was a Wanderobo dog. The 
Wanderobo are natives who live solely 
by hunting and generally have the 
mcst primitive sort of a grass hut at’ 
the edge of a swamp or deep in the 
solitudes of the forest. They put.rude 
honey boxes up in the trees to serve 
as bee hives and it is from this honey 
and from the game that they kill*’with 
their bows and arrows and traps and 
spears that they manage to eke out a 
meager living. 


This Theory Most Logical. 

Like al] true hunters, they keep dogs, 
and it is more than likely that little 
Mosina was the ex-property of some 
wild-eyed, naked Wanderbobo who 
lived in the swamp. When our great 
crowd of noisy beaters appeared at 
the other end of the swamp the Wan- 
Gerbobo had doubtless crawled out of 
his hole and made off for the nearest 
tall grass. In going he had left be- 
hind Mosina ag a rear guard to cover 
his retreat or to stay the invaders’ 
advance until he could reach the near- 


est spot available to a hasty man. 


So we adopted this theory as to why 
Mosina was in the bullrushes, and in 
honor of her Wanderobo associations 
we again changed her name to “Little 
Wanderobo: Dog.” So far as I know, 
she is the only dog in history who has 
had three separate and distinct names 
within two hours. Of course, there are 
people who have called dogs more than 
three different names in much less 
time, but they were not Christian 
names. One of the bachelor members 
of the committee who is known to be 
a woman hater conferred the honorary 
title of the pronoun “he” on Little 
Wanderobo Dog, and she has been “he” 
ever since. But not without a bitter 
fight by those of the committee who 
think the pronoun “she” is infinitely 
more to be admired. 

Little Wanderobo Dog did not wait 
to be adopted. He adopted us, but not 
ostentatiously at first—just a friendly 
wag here and there to show that he 
had at last found what he was looking 
for. By degrees he became more 
friendly and genial, so that at the end 
of an hour he was thoroughly one 
of us. 

Innocence Marks Him as &ts Own. 

I have never seen a milder-eyed dog 
than Little Wanderobo. Innocence and 
guilelessness struggled for supremacy, 
with confidence in strangers a close 
third. You couldn’t help liking him, 
for with those meek and gentle eyes, 
together with manners above reproach, 
he simply walked into your heart and 
made himself at home. 

I think that we were a good deal of 
a surprise to him. In all his short 
young life he had probably never 
Known anything but kicks and cuffs. 
When he met a stranger he naturally 
expected to have something thrown at 
him, or to have a stubby toe or hard 
sandal projected into his side. Imagine 
his wonderment to find people who ac- 
tually petted him and played with him. 


%, 

fat first he didn’t know how to play, 
but it was amazing to see how fast he 
learned. He was ready to play with 
any and all comers at any and all 
times. You could arouse him from a 
deep slumber and he would be ready 
to engage in any form of gayety at a 
second’s notice. 

They talk about “charm.” Some peo- 
ple have it to a wonderful degree, You 
like them the minute you meet them, 
and often don't really know why. Per- 
haps because your simply can’t help It. 
Well, that was the chief characteristic 
of Little Wanderobo Dog. He had more 
charm than anything I've ever met, 
and so it is only natural that he should 
have walked into our affections: in the 
most natural. unaffeoted sort of way. 


First Bark Event of the Day. 

I don’t know, what he thought of.us, 
but I really believe that he thought he 
had gone to heaven. We fed him and 
played with him, and finally he gained 
a little assurance, and actually barked. 
“He barked at one of our roosters, and 
then we knew that he considered him- 
self past the probation stage. He had 
confidence enough to assert himself in 
a series of lusty barks without fearing 
a hostile boot or an angry shout. The 
first time he barked we all rushed out 
of our tents in wonder and admiration. 
It was the most important event of the 
day, and it caused a great deal of talk 
of a friendly nature. 

There was an umbrageous cloud on 
Little Wanderobo. Dog’s horizon, how- 
ever— a cloud that he soon learned to 
evade. The Mohammedan’s didn’t like 
him. It is a part of their creed to 
hate dogs almost as much as pork, and 
to be touched by a dog means many 
prayers to Allah to wipe away the 
stain of contact. But Little Wanderobo 
Dog was not conversant with the Mo- 
hammedan creed at first, and in his 
gladness and joy of life he embraced 
everybody in the waves of affection 
and friendliness that radiated from him 
like a golden aura. 

The Somali gunbearers were disciples 
of Allah, and they began to kick at 
him before he was within eight feet 
of them. Two of the tent boys were 
also Mohammedans, but they had to 
be ‘more circumspect in their hostility. 
Whenever Little Wanderobo Dog came 
around they would edge away, which 
gave the former a certain sense of im- 
portance, because it was flattering to 
have a number of grown-up men fear 
him go much. Then there were a 
number of the porters who were Mo- 
hammedans of a sort, and these were 
wont to say: “Oh, what is a creed 
among friends?” 


Sheltered Quarters Imperative Need. 


It was quite cold up on the plateau 
at night. Sometimes the wind swept 
down from the distant fringe of moun- 
tains and shook the tents until the tent 
pegs jumped out of the ground. The 


the big central campfire near our tents, 
and the porters, in their eighteen or 
twenty tents, would huddle closer to- 
gether for warmth. They were nights 
for at least three blankets, and even 
four were not too many. 

Consequently, Little Wanderobo Dog 
was confronted by the necessity of 
adopting a place to sleep where he 
would be safe from those sharp ar- 
rows of the north wind that swept 
across the high stretches of the plateau. 
Sa he ingratiated himself into my tent 
with many friendly wags of his tail 
and a countenance of such benign faith 
in human nature that he was allowed 
to remain. At many timeg in the night 
I was awakened and I knew that Little 
Wanderobo Dog was dreaming about 
some wicked swamp ogre that was 
trying to kick him. 

At first he was not a silent sleeper, 
but later on these awful nightmares 
came with less frequency, and I pre- 
sume his dreams took on a more 
beatific character. As a watchdog I 
don't believe “he had great value, be- 
cause of his readiness to make friends 
with anything and anybody.*If a 
legpard had come into the tent he 
would have said: “Excuse me, but I 
think you are in the wrong place,” 
but he would never have barked or 
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a Long Skirmish Line. 


night guard would pile more wood ony 


conducted himself in an ungentlemanly 
way. 

One could never tell what was likely 
to come into your tent at night, even 
with the armed askaris patrolling the 
camp all night long. One cold night, 
before Little Wanderobo Dog had come 
to live with us, lewas awakened by a 
curious rustle of the tent flaps. I 
listened and then watched the flap for 
some moments, thinking that the wind 
might have been responsible. But 
there was no wind, and it seemed be- 
yond doubt that-some animal had en- 
tered. 

Mystery Unsolved Until Morning. 

For a long time I listened, but could 
hear nothing; and yet at the same 
time I had a positive conviction that 
I was not alone in the tent. I won- 
dered if it could be a leopard, or some 
small member of the cat tribe. I knew 
that it wasn’t a dog, for ther were no 
dogs anywhere in the vicinity of the 
camp. As the minutes went by with- 
out any hostile move from, the dark~ 
ness, I decided to et whatever it was 
stay until it got ready to depart. So I 
went to sleep. 

"Once more in the night I was 
awakened by a noise fin the tent and 
as neagly as I could diagnose the situa- 
tion, the noise came from under my 
cot. -But, I reasoned, if the animal is 
there, it’s behaving itself and if it were 
on mischief bent it would have trans- 
acted its business long before. So I 
went to sleep again. 

Just at dawn the clarion crow of a 


the invulnerable heights of the tent 
pole. Little Wanderobo Dog would al- 
low the monkey to roam at will over 
his features and anatomy, thereby 
showing tolerance which I thought im- 
possible for any animal to show. 
Siesta Big Part of Program. 

After Little Wanderobo Dog had 
paid his devoirs to his host, which he 
did each day with great punctilious- 
ness, he would then retire to some 
sunny spot and enjoy his siesta. He 
was great on siestas and usually had 
several each day. 

In time he learned to distinguish be- 
tween Mohammedans and other dark 
complexioned people, and held himself 
aloof from the former, thereby escap- 
ing any humiliating races with the 
heavy boots of the gunbearers and 
other followers of Allah. He made 
friends with little Ali, the monkey's 
valet, a small Swahili boy who looked 
like a chocolate drop in color, and like 
a tooth powder ad in disposition. It 
was Ali's duty to carry the monkey 
on our marches. 

The little gray monkey, with its 
venerable looking black face fringed 
with a sunburst of white hair, would 
be tied to an old umbrella of the 
Sary Gamp pattern, and would sit 
upon it as the small boy carried it 
along the trails on his shoulder, like 
a musket. Sometimes, when the sun 
was strong. the umbrella would be 
raised to shield the monkey's eyez, 
which could not stand the fierce glare 
incident to a long march upon sun- 
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Our Last View of 


Little Wanderobo Dog. 
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rooster came from under my bed. t 
was one of the roosters the cook had 
bought from a Boer settler and had 
come in to escape the coldness of the 
night air without. It was -a most 
agreeable surprise, for there was a 
homelike sound in the crow of the 
rooster that was pleasantly reminis- 
cent of the banks of the Wabash far 
away. 

After Little Wanderobo Dog be- 
came “acclimated” to the warm and 
friendly atmosphere of hospitality of 
the camp, he began to show evidence 
of tact and diplomacy. He bestowed 
his attentions with unerring impar- 
tiality to all of us. In the evening, 
and frequently during the day he 
would pay ceremonial visits to each of 
the four tents of the “‘msungu,” as the 
white people are called. First he 
would approach the threshold of one 
tent, cock an inquiring ear at the oc- 
cupant, and upon feceiving the cus- 
tomary sign of welcome would wag 
himself in and pay his respects. After 
a short call he would wag his way out 
and call at the next tent, where the 
same performance was repeated. 


Nothing Cyclonic in His Methods. 

He never burst into a place like a 
cyclone of happiness, but rather, he 
sort of oozed in and oozed out, his 
mild brown eyes brimming with gen- 
tleness and his tail, that eloquent 
insignia of canine gladness, wigwag- 
ging messages of good cheer. 

In one of the tents of the “msungu” 
there’ was a pet monkey. It had been 
captured down on the Tana river 
months before and at.first was wild 
and vicious. As time went by it lost 
much of its wildness and to those it 
liked it was affectionate and friendly. 
To all others it presented variable 
moods, sometimes friendly and some- 


times unexpectedly and unreasonably | 


hostile. We feared that Little Wan- 
derobo Dog would have some bad mo- 
ments with the little Tana river mon- 
key, and their first meeting . was 
awaited with keen interest. We 
thought the monkey would scratch all 
the gentleness out of the Little Wan- 
derobo Dog's eyes and that the two 
animals would become bitter enemies. 


But nothing of the sort happened. 


Little Wanderobo Dog managed the 
matter with rare tact. He succeeded 
in slowly overcoming the monkey's 
prejudices, then in inspiring confidence, 
and finally in establishing play rela- 
tions.

were to be his “companions of the 
march.” So, when’ the tents were 
struck and Abdi, the headman, shouted, 
“Funga nizigo yako!” and the tented 
city of yesterday became a scattered 
heap off sixty-pound porter’s loads, Lit- 
tle -Wanderobo Dog would seek out 
Ali and prepare to bear him company 
during the long stretches of the march, 


And then when the long line of horse- 
men, native soldiers, porters, tentboys, 
gunbearers, ox gharries, and all began 
to wind their sinuous way over veldt 
Or through forest, there was none in 
the line more picturesque than Ali and 
J. T. Jr. surrounded by the affable Lit- 
tle Wanderobo Dog. 

It is little wonder that friendship 
soon ripened into love, and that we 
all become speedily and irrevokably 
attached to the little swamp angel. 
His presence: in any gathering was 
like a benediction of good cheer, and 
when his tail was in full swing he 
looked like a golden jubilee. As I say, 
it was no wonder we liked him, and I 
think I may also say, without unduly 
flattering ourselves, that the senti- 
ment was reciprocated. I don’t be- 
lieve the joy he showed at all times 
could have been assumed. It must 
have beén pure joy, without alloy. 

His table manners were above re- 
proach. He would never grab or show 
unseemingly greed. He waited our 
pleasure and each bone or chop that 
fell his way was received with every 
token of mute but eloquent gratitude. 
You were constantly made to feel that 
he loved you for yourself and not for 
what he hoped you would give him. If 
I were to be wrecked on a desert

If he felt tempted to 
join his fellow dogs, there was no in- 
dication of it, and at night, when we 
reached camp, we found our faithful 
follower at his accustomed post, stanch, 
firm and true to his colors, which wére 
black and tan. 

But, alas, there comes a time when 
the best of friends must part. And 
the dark day came when I saw Little 
Wanderobo Dog for the last time. It

Our long months 
of hunting were over. Our horses and 
porters and all our equipment was on 
the train bound for Nairobi, where we 
were to settle our affairs and leave 
Africa and its happy hunting ground 
Little Wanderobo Dog had been let out 
of his first-class compartment in the 
train and was running up and down 
the platform, wigwagging messages of 
gladness with his tail, and sniffing 
friends and strangers with doglike 
curiosity. Some friends of ours were 
at the train to say howdy do and to 
shake our hands, and with these the 
little dog was soon on friendly terms. 


When the train whistle blowed and 
the bell was rung and some more 
whistles blowed and more bells were 
rung, Little Wanderobo Dog was taken 
back into hig car. The last good-bys 
were said, and we were off for Nali- 
robl. Suddenly there was a startled 
cry, a whisk of a tail, and ths dog was 
gone—out of the car window. He lit 
On his nose, but as far back as we 
could see he sat in the middle of the 
next track and gazed at the receding 
train. Two days later Mrs. Tarlton 
came down from Escarpment and said 
that they had rescued the dog, and 
that he was installed in the hospitable 
home of Mrs. Hampton, where he will 
remain until he rejoins those mem- 
bérs of our party who are remaining 
in Africa some months longer.

Boys and men owe it to themselves 
to go to the flelds and woods and there 
to get as close to nature as possible. 
Nature is the great’ mother, and the 
boy who plays in her yards is filled 
with good clean thoughts, and you can 
generally rely on him. He breathes 
in the exhilarating air of freedom and 
drinks from the streams that are un- 
polluted by civilization, and takes home 
with him a supply of health. and 
—— that money cannot purchase in 
a city. 

This not only applies to the boy, but 
to the man. A tired brain is reno- 
vated and refreshed by a few hours in 
the open, and the man who communes 
with nature and becomes intimate with 
her has a friend who will never lead 
him astray. Take to the woods and 
flelds whenever the opportunity pre- 
sents itself, and if you have boys and 
girla take them with you. Teach them 
to shoot and to become femiliar with 
firearms, boats, water and woods, 
birds and animals, and give them @ 
chance to learn and love nature, If 
you cannot take them let them go with 
someone in whom you have confidence. 
You will be surprised how quickly they 
will become proficient in wood-craft 
and how soon they wil) feel the charm 
of out-door life. The open plants the 
seeds of independence and teaches the 
young to take care of themselves. En- 
courage them in this direction and then 
try it yourselves just as often as you 
can. | 

It beats sitting around a club. An 
hour, a day, a week speng¢ in pursuit 
of fish, feathers or fur, never forget- 
ting to visit nature all the while, will 
prove an inestimable blessing to the 
nerve-fagged man or woman. Let me 
impreas upon you that the act of kill- 
ing is only incidental. Never take ed- 
vantage of game. Always give it, at 
least, an even chance, and stop before 
you have had enough. Remember that 
there are other boys and others coming 
after you to enjoy the same pleasures.

After all 
the centuries the spirit that made it is 
still so strong that it inspired Wagner 
to write his immortal ‘Parsifal.’

Oberam- 
mergau did not escape. At last, in 
desperation; the villagers vowed that

SWhat is the servant problem? asks a 
writer in McClure’s Magazine, and an- 
swers the question thus: A scarcity 
of skilled houseworkers. 

Why the scarcity? Because work- 
ing women desert housework in favor 
of industry. 

Why? Because industry is modern 
and the home medieval in its organiza- 
tion. 

Why is the home medieval? Because 
of the lack of mechanical appliances 
and labor-saving devices. 

Why so backward in this respect? 
Because hitherto there has been an 
over-supply of cheap female labor. 
solution? Many. The chief are: The 
late the introduction of appliances. 
The invasion of the kitchen by factory 
products. The recognition of the hu- 
man rights of a servant and the equal- 
ization of conditions in domestic serv- 
ices with other services. 

What effect will these have? House- 
work: will become more desirable as 
an occupation. 

And then? This will reattract com- 
petent workers to the home. 

So far, we.have assumed that the 
problem may solve itself by natural 
evolution without conscious aid or 
hindrance from organized society. That 
is possible. But the other alternative— 
ef conscious, collective effort—is also 
possible, and, we believe, preferable. 

Here are the bids that industrial and 
domestic service make for the _ girl. 
Let us tabulate them to get a better 
view. 

The home demands long, irregular 
hours; Sunday and evening work, ser- 
vility, loyalty, celibacy, isolation, loss 
of caste, conformity, sacrifice of 
home. The home offers good wages, 
steady work, room and beard, healthy 
work, training. Industry demands ef- 
ficiency, i. e., speed, skill and at times 
neatness. Industry offers independ- 
ence, social life, Sundays and evenings,

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STAGE WOMEN 
CANNOT MARRY 


German Actresses Also 
Furnish Costumes. 


At Meeting Held in Berlin They 
Adopt Resolution Demanding 
Laws Compelling Managers to 
Furnish Costumes; to Allow 
Them to Marry. 


April 2.—(Special.)—At @ 
conclave’ of actresses, the trials and 
temptations to which women on the 
German stage are subjected were de- 
scribed with much detail. The au- 
dience, which filled every corner of the 
Philharmonie, one of Berlin's largest 
public. halls, listened with mingled 
compassion and horror to the accounts 
of the “slavery” to which, it wab al- 
leged, thousands of young women, ®n- 
snared by the siren call of the foot- 
lights, are condemned. 

Fraulein Rubner, a young actress 
from the Neues Theater, Berlin, said 
the réquirements of actresses, especial- 
ly in the matter of costumes, were far 
beyond their incomes. It was not un. 
common for an actress earning from 
$20 to $60 a month to be compelled to 
possess ten different costumes. Many 
actresses worked all night making 
their own clothes. They became seam- 
stresses in order to remain actresses. 
They suffered from competition with 
women for whom the theater was 
merely an. advertisement and not a 
real profession. *.9 ‘ 

Frau Rosa Bertens, a well-known 
“leading lady,” said that overcrowd- 
ing of the profession was the main 
cause of miserable salaries. Former- 
ly a girl disappointed in love entered 
4 aniline: Nowadays she went on the 
stage. Too many girls also offered 
to “act” for nothing. 

Fraulein Galle aroused a storm. of 
émotion by explaining a system under 
which actresses are discharged if they 
marry.

Herr Gustave Rickelt, a tragedian of 
the Lessing theater, divided actresses 
into three classes—those really quali- 
fled by nature, those “driven” to the 
stage by unhappy love or fantastic 
ideals, and “shipwretks” who had lost 
reputation and sought to recover it 
amid the “magic of theatrical fo- 
mance.” The speaker displayed con- 
tracts under which actresses and sing- 
ers received $6.25, $7.50 and $8.75 a 
month. Managers who paid such sal- 
aries, he said, ought to be prosecuted. 

“Is it true,” asked the speaker, “that 
many managers pester actresses with 
their attentions?” There was a unan- 
imous shout of “Yes’’ from the section 
of the audience where actresses were 
sitting. Society, declared the speaker, 
ought to enshrine with a haleof glory 
the actress who remained virtuous un- 
der prevailing conditions. Referring to 
the practice of discharging an actress 
who became a mother, he crted the 
instance of the famous Ristori, who 
used to nurse her child between the 
acts of Shakespearean drama. 

Herr Emanuel Reicher, a prominent 
actor, thought that actors could help 
to: ameliorate the moral conditions of 
the stage by becoming more knightly 
comrades of actresses and warning 
them against the pitfalls of the pro- 
fession. \ 

Herr Wauery, a stage manager, closed 
the discuesién. He said the artistic 
life was martyrdom. If the word

vocabulary the art would cease to ex- 
ist. One became a great artist only 
through suffering.

With good fortune in the way of crops, and Georgia is singularly 
blessed in this particular, a few years would see these farms 
paid for, and the state endowed with a class of small farm-owners 
of the most substantial and productive variety.

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A SUGGESTION TO MR. HOBSON. 


The house of representatives decisively rejected the proposal 


of Representative Richmond Pearson Hobson to appropriate one- 


twentieth of one per cent of appropriations for armament to be 
applied to-the promotion of peace. : 

The house might have done worse than accept the plan of Mr. 
Hobson. The relatively trivial sum mentioned might, eventually, 
radically cut down the need of armaments, now expanding out of all 
proportion to the increase in the national revenues. , 

But there is another and, to us, a more important consideration. 

If the government diverted one-twentieth of one per cent from 
the funds invested annually in warships to the furtherance of agri- 
cultural education in this country, or at least to some project of 


benefit to the farmer, the ultimate harvest would virtually rank in 


value the proceeds from a navy of only contingent usefulness. 

Mr. Hobson has shown rare intelligence, in his home district 
in Alabama, in looking to the improvement of the lot of the farmer. 
Why might he not, with profit, revise his plan. At the present 
writing, congress is in a tenderly responsive mood. toward the 


farmer. 
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HOW TO MAKE STRONG CONGRESSMEN. 

In an, address before the Ohio Society in \Washington City the 
other night, Presiderit Taft explained the congressional dominance 
of the east with the theory that once the east-places men in the 
house or the senate, it keeps them there. 

The definition is as good as far as it goes, but leaves out of 
consideration many other instrumental factors. : 

At the ultimate analysis, the strength of the congressman de- 
pends about as much upon the strength of his constituency as upon 
the individual himself. 

The reasoning is established conclusively by the birth, evolu- 
tion and present militant status of that political sentiment typified 
in congress by the “insurgent” movement. 

Man for man, it is open to question if the republican insurgent 
is any more potent intellectually or morally than the republican 
regular, regardless of length of service or place of origin. 

_ But it happens that the constituency of the insurgent wing 
is keenly alive politically, and that it has also kept its representa- 
tives keyed up to that concert pitch that makes them quickly re- 
sponsive to public sentiment. 

Wherever constituencies in the east have’ manifested equal 
alertness and aggression, the representative or senator has not been 
slow to take cognizance of the fact and put himself in harmony 
with the temper of the “folks back home.” 

The main premise of the president is accurate. It pays to 
keep representatives continuously in sefvice, since congréssmen 
require time to learn the art of legislation equally as the average 
man requires time to learn the art of business, or medicine or 
law, the foundation of theory being only the beginning. And it is 
notably true that the veteran congressman is infinitely better- 
poised as a rult,.and more of an adept in general and local legis- 
lation than the novice suddenly thrust into office, sometimes on 
the crest of short-lived and superficial: popularity, : 

But a representative may be retained in office till the cows 
come home, and not advance one whit in efficiency or fidelity to 
trust unless the eyes of his constituents are constantly upon him. 

So that, after all, this thing of making strong congressmen is 
an affair of equal partnership between the man at home and the 
man in Washington, or the state legjslatures. | 

Let either neglect his share, and the proposition, as a whole, 
falls to the ground and the cynic is given fresh material for his 
sneers at representative government. 
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THE DRUNKARD AS A DEFECTIVE. 
Sometimes that delightful -mad-cap periodical, “Life;’ -waxes 
serious upon vita] subjects. An illustration is a recent editorial, in 
which it pleads logically and with humaneness for treatment of the 


inebriate, based on sense instead of brutality. 


Here is an extract that is wisdom in concentrated essence: 


It is time that American society developéd intelligence enough to 
handle drunkards with brains, 8kill and method, instead of with emotion, 
blind distress, concealment, and a stupid and expensive system of correc- 
tion which does not correct. Charge-is taken of demented persons in the 
interest of society. Charge should be takén just as surely and in- 
telligently of persons who cannot control their propensity for alcohol 


or drugs. 
Perhaps “Life’s” very vehemence in a good cause has slightly 


dulled its normally quick perceptions. | 
The reforms for which it argues are already well under way in 


this country. 

It is no longer fashionable or permissible to treat the drunkard 
as a criminal. Rather is he to be treated as what he in effect 1s—a 
defective, pure and simple. , : 

"Today the probation system is in opératiofr in a score or more 
of important American cities. In others, the authorities, coached by 
modern medical science, have taken strides even more radical. 
They have established sanatoria for inebriates, following the same 
reasoning that brings into being similar institutions for mental and 


physical weaklings. 


In Atlanta, under the direction of Officer Coogler, the proba- 


tion. system has emphatically vindicated itself. 

It has reached a class most needing it, incapable, in a large 
measure, of self-help and, in the very nature of things, tending 
otherwise to drift from bad to worse. . 

On the whole, the spirit manifested by “Life” is the spirit ac- 
tuating the American people today. We may not, from sentimental 
motives, agree to the assertion that we are our “brother’s keeper.” 
But we have found that, economically and commercially speaking, 
philosophy holds the essential principles of self interest and self- 


preservation,

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A PEACE CENTENARY. 


Within a short time the one hundredth anniversary of absolute 
peace between this country and Canada will have been completed. 

R. L. Borden, prominent in the conservative party of the Do- 
minion, proposed that the event be celebrated by fitting ceremonials. 

No suggestion could be clothed with greater reason nor senti- 
ment more uplifting. 

At the instant, we do not recall any other two nations of like 
size, their borders paralleling each other for more than two thousand 
miles, that have preserved an unbroken amity for so impressive a 
period. 

Boundary disputes and tariff jars there have been in plenty, 
but rarely the threat even of open hostilities, such as keeps Europe 
in a continual state of nervous anticipation. 

Racial and trivial political distinctions to one side, the interests 
of the two peoples are also very similar. 

We could not, with accuracy, say that Canada was regulated 
under a republican form of government. But love for and observa- 
tion of the rules of popular liberty are very much the same in both 
countries, and to all practical intents and purposes we hold many 
thing in*common with our Canadian cousins. 

One need not subscribe to the dream of one vast America cov- 
ering the entire continent, to feel kindly disposed toward the folk 
of the Dominion. 

The celebration suggested would infallibly promote mutual 
good feeling, and good feeling between nations is today the basis of 
commercial recipfocity.

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TAFT AND THE SUPREME BENCH. 


There is probably no position in American public life, the pres- 
idency not excepted, which President Taft would prefer to a seat 
on the bench of the supreme court. 

His whole life training, ambition and inclination is toward the 
activities of the bench. 

The quiet, reflective, dignified labors of a justice, weighing 
important problems. of law, and settling them according to estab- 
lished precedents and not according to present expediency or. parti- 
san political necessities, would appeal to him as the cares and vexa- 
tion and turmoil of political office never could. 

It is a pity that Mr. Taft could not relinquish an office which, 
however attractive it might be to many, is’ personally irksome and 
disagreeable to him. 

He has made an able judge on the bench. He would make an 
able justice of the supreme court of the United States.

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OLD WORLD COURT GOSSIP 


By Marquise

Here in America private societies 
formed by well-meaning but sometimes 
wrong-headed -citizens, for the spe- 
cial purpose of compelling those in 
authority to toe the mark, and to de- 
tect, expose and secure the punish- 
ment of official negligence and dishon- 
esty—societies such as that with 
which the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst has 
identified himself in New York—have 
extended their inquisitorial activity 
from the mere ordinary policeman, to 
magistrates, district attorneys, judges 
and even to senators and governors. 
In Scandinavia they have gone a step 
further. 

At Copenhagen the Parkhurst socie- 
ty bears the title of the “Home Mis- 
sion,” and its very enérgetic president 
is a Lutheran minister, Pastor Mathie- 
sen, who is likewise thé responsible 
publisher and editor of the organ of 
the society, which appears daily as 
The Kristeligt” Dagblad (The Chris- 
tian Daily). Pastor Mathiesen and his 
society make it their business to in- 
vestigate not only the official behavior 
of those in authority and. occupying 
positions of rank and dignity, but also 
to subject: their home life to searching 
examination. 

Spied on Kings and Queens. 

Lately they have actually brought 
the réigning family within the sphere 
of their operations, and have insti- 
tuted an extraordinary system of es- 
pionage in the households of the king 
and queen and the royal princes and 
princesses. Not only have the chil- 
dren and nephews and nieces of the 
king been shadowed everywhere by 
private detectives, employed by the 
Home Mission, but attempts have even 
been made by the latter to engage the 
services of people in the intimate en- 
tourage of the royal family, handsome 
pecuniary offers having been made to 
those particular genttemen and ladies 
of the royal household who are known 
to be in somewhat straitened circum- 
stances. In three instances the money 
was accepted, with the knowledge and 
consent of the princes, in order to se- 
cure evidence of the fact that the 
Home Mission was endeavoring to 
bribe officials of. the court to betray 
their royal employers. Prince Harald, 
the one-time suitor for the hand of 
Queen Wilhelmina of Holland, and who 
just a year ago married Princess Helen 
of Scheswig-Holstein-Glucksburg, niece 
of the kKaiserin, has been particularly 
hounded by the agents of the Home Mis- 
sion, and finally matters reached such 
a stage that the government has in- 
tervened, in the person of Premier 
Zahle, who is also minister of justice. 

Premier Zahle cannot be suspected 
of any subserviency to the reigning 
family. He is the most advanced rad- 
ical who has ever held office in Den- 
mark. Yet, in spite of Premier Zahle’s 
democracy, he realizes that princes and 
princesses of the blood are just as 
much entitled to privacy as ordinary 
citizens and that a persecution by 
private detectives, and an espionage 
which would not be tolerated if the 
victims thereof were everyday people. 
are equally inadmissible where the 
king’s family is concerned. 

May Prosecute the Pastor. 

Accordingly the prime minister has 
caused it to be officially announced in 
the administration organ, the “Poll- 
tiken,’’ that in his capacity as minister 
of justice he has instructed the chief 
of the Copenhagen police, and the 
public prosecutor, to inaugurate not 
a private, but a perfectly public in- 
quiry, Into the activities of Pastor 
Mathieson and the Home Mission, in 
the matter of the reigning house, and 
especially Prince Harald, with the in- 
tention of proceeding criminally 
against the pastor, the Home Mission, 
and against the “Daily Christian.’ The 
“Politiken” in an obviously officially 
inspired editorial afticle on the sub- 
ject of the premier’s announcement, 
intimates that the existing laws on 
the gubject of lese majeste, of cor- 
ruption, and of Diackmail, will prove 
adequate to assure to the reigning 
family the same protection from the 
government and from the tribunals as 
that which even the humblest of the 
subjects of King Frederick receives. 

It may De added that the energetic 
attitude of the prime minister in the 
matter, and his announcement that 
the investigation of the Home Mis- 
sion is to be public, has given wide- 
spread satisfaction, not only at court, 
but also among the people, where it

New Premier of Italy 

Luigi Luzzatti, the new premier of 
Italy, is recognized as the ablest 
financier and poltical economist of the 
kingdom, and possesses a world-wide 
reputation as an expert upon econo- 
mic uestions. He has written a series 
of most interesting and authoritative 
articles, in the “Nuova Antologia” Re- 
view,. on the subject of the United 
states tariff, and on the relationg of 
capital and labor in America, afticles 
which have been translated into Eng- 
lish and into many foreign languages, 
which have been widely quoted, and 
that created an immense amount of 
discussion, exciting much admiration 
by reason of their lucidity and breadth 
of view. In the outgoing Sonnino ad- 
ministration, Luzzatt! was at the head 
of the department of agriculture. This 
is a department which in Italy is one 
of the most important in the. cabinet, 
and is generally allotted to a states- 
‘man of the highest rank. 
agriculture is fostered and developed 
by the gorernmeht, the exchequer suf- 
fers, **uce the bulk of the population 
is agricultural, and it is the peasant 
who furnishes the greater portion of 
the revenue.

guishes, the treasury remains empty, 
and the emigration evil becomes acute. 


Menelik and Italian Mimic. 


The rumors regarding Menelik’s 
death serve to recall his rela- 
tions with the well-known Italian 
mimic and ventriloquist, Fregoli. 
Fregoli, who is the son of @& 
Neapolitan cobbler, served in the corps 
of Bersagileri, and took part with his 
regiment in the, toltaly, so disastrous 
war in Abyssinia. It may be recallea 
that almost the entire-force of General 
Baratieri was either destroyed or cap- 
tured in its defeat at Adoua, The 
Italian prisoners of war were subject- 
ed to terrible sufferings and privae 
tions. But in thelr moments of great- 
est despondency, Fregoli was always 
there to cheer them up, and to create 
a laugh, with his amusing mimicry, 
and his extraordinary vyentriloquial 


feats. 

Emperor Menelik heard of the latter, 
Ventriloguism was something entirely 
unknown to him. He caused Fregoll 
to be brought before him, asked him 
to give him some examples of his art, 
and was so fascinated thereby, that 
he attached him to his household, ana 
never allowed a day to pass without 
having Fregoli mystify some Abyssin- 
lan dignitary with ventriloquial ef- 
fects. This lasted for three months, 
and one day Menelik was so pleased 
with a particularly amusing 
played by Frelogi by means of ventril- 
oquism upon a batch of provincial offf- 
cilals who were ignorant of his pecve 
liar talents, that he asked him what 
he could do to reward him. Fregoli 
replied that his one wish was to reé«- 
turn to Italy, and to see his old fathep 
and mother at Naples. Menelik at 
once told him that he was free to go, 
and not only took steps for his con- 
veyance in safety to the coast, bur 
likewise furnished him with a parting 
gift of 500 Maria Theresa dollars,

Below will be found a reply by Hon.

Mr. Watson's Statement. 
Watson’s letter follows: 

Editor Constitution: Oh, heavens! 
Here is Ellis again! The United Edi- 
tors’ Encyclopedia, issued in 1997, con- 
tains forty large volumes and was 
complied for the purpose of supplying 
the profession with information con- 
Gerning everything and everybody of 
fmportance. No such person as Wil- 
Ham _ T. Ellis, the missionary pet, ap- 
‘pears in this voluminous, up-to-date 
work. 

‘The missionaries have claimed that 
Ellis is an editor. Two papers were 
named, The Philadelphia Record and 
The Philadelphia Press. I wrote to 
both and neither will claim Ellis. The 
Record says it never has published 
any of his stuff and The Press severed 
relations with him more than two 
years ago. 

However, he has just written me one 
of his delicately decorous epistles in- 
forming me that if I wish to know 
who he is to look him up in “Who's 
Who” of 1908-9. As he probably wrote 
the biographical notice himself, I 
should be giad to see it and learn also 
how much it cost him to arrive. 

But, as he has at length got his name 
in the pot, we must deal with him con- 
siderately as a member of the family. 

Mr. Ellis forwarded to me a copy of 
the article which he sent to The Con- 
stitution. The manuscript is interlined 
In Ellis’ own handwriting and appears 
to have been diligently supervised 
throughout. ’ 
om ' As te “Sincerely.”’’ 

The manuscript sent me by Mr. 
Ellis ie accompanied by a brief note, 
commencing with “Sir,” and closing, 
“Sincerely, William T. Ellis.” 

To whom does this “sincerely” ad- 
dress itself? “Sincerely,” what? My 
friend? That would be absurd in view 
of his unbridled and bitterly intense 
abuse. “Sincerely” my foe? Even Ellis 
could hardly use the term in that 
sense. —~* 

After having publicly and savagely 
denounced me, “proving” me to be a 
man of “oceanic, abysmal ignorance,” 
a wilful, vicious, brazen liar, no schol- 
ar, no gentieman, no Christian—how 
dare he address me, at all? If he pos- 
sessed the elemental instincts of re- 
finement. and were familiar with the 
simplest rules of propriety, he would 
know that I cannot have any corre- 
tpondence with him whatsoever. Yet, 
ae writes to me, as though nothing had 
happened, and closes the note with 
“Sincerely.” 

We must presume that the word 
“yours” is.to be understood; and, there- 
fore, after all his showers of vitupera- 
tion, after his proving me to be the 
vilest of men, he subscribes himsélf as 
being mine, “sincerely.” 

Now, let us see what he tried to do 
to me this time. 

First, he produces the two letters 
that I called for—those of the Chris- 
tian pastor and his wife-—Mr. and Mrs. 
Mansell. (It seems that I had the 
name wrong-—Manry. Had not seen 
the name in some months. In as many 
I might ever have dim notions as to 
whether “Fillis’” is not “Elliiot.’’) 

Those letters do exactly what I 
suspected they would. They prove 
that Mansel! and wife were informed 
that I had put’ into the lady’s mouth 
the words which Wakefield used in 
his private room when dictating to 
Charles Bowers. I do not say that 
Mrs. Mansell reported Wakefield as 
Saying, in the church and to the pub- 
lic, that more women missionaries had 
been rulned by Chinese men than there 
had been Chinamen converted. 

Therefore, her letter,and thatof her 
husband, do not touch the case. (I 
will remark in passing that the letter 
of Mrs. Mansell is as ladylike as that 
of Mr. Mansell is maliciously unfair 
and un-Christian.) 

As to Dr. Wakefield. 

That Dr. Paul Wakefield did make 
the statement to Charles Bowers, I im- 
Plicitly believe, for the following rea- 
sons: 

1. The reporter took down what 
Wakefield said at the time he said it. 

2. He had no conceivable motive to 
misrepresent the missionary. 

3. His report under flaming head- 
lines was published next morning. 

4. It was never questioned until I 
got after them and showed what an 
awful confession it was. 

5. Mr. Bowers, in his letter to me, 
Stated that some,of the language used 
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by Dr. Paul Wakefield. was “too ob- 
scene to print.” Consequently, I infer 
that, in the privacy of his room and in 
conversation with another man, Dr. 
Wakefield spoke with a freedom which 
was not possible in delivering his lec- 
ture at the church. For the satisfac- 
tion of our readers, the letter which Mr. 


Bowers wrote to me, is here given: 
“Yours of the 27th ultimo at hand, 
and an apology is due you because I 
have not answered sooner. You refer 
to the tnterview which occurred in The 
Journal on June 20, in which Dr. Wake- 
field ts quoted. I had the interview 
with young Mr. Wakefield at his own 
solicitation, the day before the lecture. 
I met him at the Crawford hotel. We 
sat in chairs, side by side, one of which 
was provided with an arm rest which 
I used during the interview for a writ- 
ing desk. I was so close to him that 
our arms touched. He said in substance 
everything that is in the interview. 
At the beginning he talked too rapidly, 
and I called a halt so that I would not 
misquote him. After that he talked 
more slowly, so that I took down all he 
said in long hand for the exact reason 
that I had no desire to credit him with 
a statement he did not make. In fact, 
he made some statements that were 
not fit to print. These, of course, were 
left out. I do not presume to know 
what Dr. Wakefield intended to say. 
I am not a mind reader. I know only 
this—that he was not misquoted. The 
interview was written by me, and as 
it was written the notes were before 
me. I had no reason to credit him with 
something he did not utter. I see by 
a letter in The Jeffersonian that Dr. 
Wakefield denies that he was given 4 
fair deal. It was bad enough for him 
to make some of the statements, he 
made to me. It igs much worse for him 
to deny it. Dr. Wakefield is a young 
man, who has some things to learn. It 
is my opinion that a man who solicits 
an interview, as he did, would after- 
ward read the paper that had it. He 
never made a word of complaint until 
after you had taken the matterup. The 
other paper in this city had practically 
the statements in it a appeared in 
The Journal.

Throughout the whole of his lengthy 
letter, in which he discusses this very 
statement and attributed it to me, Mr. 
Ellis introduces no disclaimer or de- 
nial from Dr. Bach, the man who made 
the statement which I quoted and dis- 
cussed.

Tens of thousands of the poor women 
of our cities and remote = com- 
munities would hail with infinite de- 
light the adve.* of the trained nurse 
to administer to their afflicted chil- 
dren, or to themselves, during the aw- 
pangs of the birth hour, when 
often they have to rely upon some 
ignorant negro woman, or some white 
midwife, whose lack of knowledge on 
the subject may cause the loss of life 
to the mother or the babe. 

Throughout the Catholic worid—in 
such countries as Mexico, Cuba, Cen- 
tral America, South America, Italy—- 
we have up-to-date physicians, sur- 
geons and trained nurses going on 
their errands of charity,-as angels of 
mercy in the homes where there is 
suffering.

PEACH GROWERS MEET 
IN ATLANTA THURSDAY 


Commission Houses to Handle 
Georgia Crop Will Be 
Announced. 


Manager IL M. Fieming, secretary of 
the Georgia Fruit Exchange, is send- 
ing out the call ‘of President Iv F. 
Murph, chairman of the executive com- 
mitttee of that body, for a meeting in 
Atlanta on Thursday, April 7, instead 
of the second Wednesday in the month, 
as has been the case heretofore. 

At this meeting the committee will 
take up the method of selecting the 
commission houses to handle the Geor- 
gia peach crop, which is to be market- 
ed this year. and which will be ready 
for beginning shipment in 60 days, 
now. The markets to which the Geor- 
gia peach, famous the country over, is 
to be shipped, will also be announced 
shortly. 

Manager Fleming has perfected all 
transportation arrangements for han- 
diing the crop, which present indications 
point toward the largest and best this 
State has ever yielded. The Pennsyl- 
vania railroad will operate, for the ex- 
change, a special fruit express from 
Potomac yards,;near Washington City, 
into New York city each day when 
the fruit freights from the south are 
late, insuring the arrival of. the 
peaches handled by the Georgia Fruit 
Exchange at the New York city market 
by 1 o’clock a. m., the time when the 
most of the peaches for retail trade 
on that same day, are sold. These 
specials will be operated for a cooper- 
ative organization like the Georgia 
Fruit Exchange, where they could not 
be secured for a private grower. 

To further facilitate the transpor- 
tation service, arrangements have been 
perfected between the Bell Telephone 
Company and the Georgia Fruit Ex- 
charge, whereby thig exchange is to 
have the exclusive use of a special] di- 
rect wire from Atlanta to the Potomac 
yards, near Washington, and the wes- 
tern distributing center, Cincinnati, 
Ohio, for an hour each night. 


FARMERS ARE WARNED 
~TO REPORT BOLL WEEVIL 


Dread Insect Expected to Reach 
Georgia in Three 
Years. 


State Entomologist E. L. Worsham, 
perhaps the best posted man on cot- 
ton diseases and insects in the south, 
is now. engaged in preparing a circu- 
lar which is to be distributed among 
the cotton growers of this state on 
the present status of the Texas boll 
weevil and when this dread insect 
may be expected to appear in south- 
west Georgia. 

According to Entomologist Worsham, 
the boll weevil traveled eastward last 
year, a distance of 125 miles. This is 
the greatest distance yet recorded for 
any one year. At this rate it is ex- 
pected the boll weevil will reach this 
State in three years more. 

The circular letter will tell the 
pienters what to expect and how best 
t> identify the dread insect in order 
that its presence may be reported, in- 
stantly, and prompt steps taken to re- 
tard its onward march wherever pos- 
sible. 

So far nothing has been discovered 
which can effectualy stop the march 
eastward. It appears to be a case of 
watch and wait. 

The shipment of cottonseed from 
Texag into this state has been watched 
with keen interest and no seed from the 
affected districts has been allowed to 
come into Georgia. The oil mills of 
the state are rapidly enriching the 
planters of the south by btying their 
seed when clean*®and in good condi- 
tion. Any iIinju to them from in- 
sect, disease or the like would be a 
hard blow to the planter.

There’ Is No-Law to 
Prevent tt

“It never occurred to me that 
a bank should be operated, first, 
for the benefit of its directors, 
but in some instances, upon ¢X~ 
amination of the reports of the 
bank examiners, I was abso- 
lutely astounded to discover that 
the entire capital stock and sur- 
pilus had been ysed by the di- 
rectors of the banks, and my 
astonishment was intensified 
when I found there was no law 
to prevent it. 

“The high rate of interest ie 
not to protect the lender for the 
risk he takes, but it is because 
the demand for money im this 
state is greater than the sup- 
ply.” 

—Extracts from annual re- 
port of State Treasurer and 
Bank Examiner J. Pope Brown. 
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According to State Treasurer and 


Bank Examiner J. Pope Brown, there 
is a condition of affairs in some banks 


in Georgia, which, with national banks, 
would not be tolerated for a moment, 

Mr. Brown expresses himself as as- 
tounded to find that certain state banks 
in Georgia appear to be operated 
wholly in the interest of their direc- 
tors; that the directors, after comply- 
ing with required conditions, borrow 
and use the bank’s entire capita) and 
surplus, and what astonishes him more 
than anything else, he says, is that 
there is no law to prevent it. 

Concerning this fegture, Treasurer 
Brown says, in his Mnual report just 
completed and submitted to the g0v- 
ernor: 

Conduct of Certain Banks. 

“While there might be some criti- 
cisms as to the conduct of certain 
banks throughout the state, on the 
whole their management speaks 
volumes for the ability and integrity 
of those in control, and it has been 
extremely gratifying to find them all 
in line with this department to the 
end that they may be kept in a healthy 
condition. 

“However, upon examination of re- 
ports sent in by the bank examiners, 
I have found where banks were be- 
ing conducted in a manner not in ac- 
cord with my preconceived ideag as 
to the functions of a banking institu- 
tion. 

‘It never occurred to me that a 
bank should be operated, first, for the 
benefit of its directors, but in some 
instances, upon examination of the Te- 
ports of the bank examiner, I was 
absolutely astounded to discover that 
the entire capital stock and surplus 
had been used by the directors of the 
banks, and my astonishment was in- 
tensified when I found that there was 
no law to prevent it, It is contrary 
to the old banking laws, but the new 
act provides that no director shall 
borrow in excess of a certain amount 
except upon certain conditions. When 
these conditions are complied with, 
they can then borrow all the money 
the bank has and not violate any 
law. 

“It never occurred to me, however, 
that directors of a bank should be 
authorized or justified in using the 
entire capital and surplus of a bank 
to promote their own individual en- 
terprises to the exclusion of others 
who might come in competition with 
them. I have also been astonished to 
find that the stockholders of banking 
institutions would select a board of 
directors who had a very small per 
cent of the stock in the bank, and 
leave all matters connected with the 
bank entirely in their control. While 
the stockholders have certain protec- 
tion under the law, and expect to be 
protected to a certain extent by this 
department, I would respectfully sug- 
gest to them that they be more vigi- 
lant as to their own affairs and as 
to whom they select as directors of 
their business. 

As te Branch Banks. 

“I was also surprised to find that 
we had a number of branch banks op- 
erated in the following manner: With, 
say, $15,000 paid-in capital, the bank 
in A is established, thereupon the bank 
ef B will be established as a branch 
bank of A with no additional capital, 
and so on. In this way, we might 
have an interminable number of 
branch banks established throughout 
the state with a paid-in capital of only 
$15,000. It occurred té me that this 
Was contrary to pulic policy, if not 
contrary to law. Il so wrote to each 
of the branch banks in operation, and 
notified them that 1 would obtain a 
ruling from the attorney general in 
regard to their operation. I judge, 
from the ruling which 1 received from 
the hands of the attorney general, that 
while these banks were not author- 
ized by law, yet they were recognized, 
and I do not in€er from this ruling 
that. these banks are being oper- 
ated contrary to law, and that 
the operators of them are violat- 
ing the law. I have been advised by 
prominent bankers, who are anxious 
for more stringent regulations in re- 
gard to banks, that it would be in 
line for' this department to make cer- 
tain regulations for tl control of 
branch banks, but it occurs to me that 
this department would have no right 
to make a ruling which would not be 
in conformity with the written law. 
Therefore we are unable to correct 
some of the irregularitie#” complained 
of, and will remain in that condition, 
unless the legislature at the coming 
or some future session will see fit to 
give authority to remedy this and 
other matters much needed. 

Separate Offices. 

“In my opinion, public service would 
be better subserved if the office of 
state bank examiner were divorced 
from that of state treasurer, and each 
carry with it salaries commen- 
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with the reaponsibilities in- |

Nearly all 
banks, corporations, etc., as well ays 
many states, now pay for the surety 
bonds of officers and employees, and 
why not the great state of Georgia? 
I have no hesitancy in making the 
above suggestion as I will not be a 
oer to succeed myself and, there- 
ore, 
by such legislation. 


Would Lower Rate of Interest. 


Mr, Brown is satisfied that the rate 
of interest in Georgia would be far 
lower, if there were more money here 
to be loaned. He holds it is altogether 
a question of demand and supply. 

One way of getting more money here 
at home, Mr. Brown points out, is for 
the farmers to raise their meat, forage 
and grain crops at home, instead of 
sending to the west for them. 

On this subject he makes the follow- 

ing interesting statements: 
\. “The great need of our state is more 
and cheaper money for the proper de- 
velopment of our great and varied re- 
sources. Interest is too high, not by 
reason of the risk assumed by the 
lender, but because the demand is 
greater than the supply. Our local 
banks have not enough money to sup- 
ply the legitimate demands of their 
customers. - We have to borrow a great 
deal of money from the east, and on 
this line | was very much gratified a 
few months @g0 when a prominent 
New York banker said to me in my 
office: ‘We have done a great deal of 
business with your Georgia banks, it 
has been entirely satisfactory; we want 
to do more.’ 

“This is. the kind of talk we like to 
hear. It. therefore, behooves us, if 
for no other consideration, that all of 
our banks should be honestly and con- 
servatively managed in order that we 
may have more ready access to the 
money vaults of the country. The rec- 
ord shows that they have been, as not 
a state bank was placed in the hands 
of a receiver during the year 1909, 
and they showed good returns upon 
their investments, too, which is also a 
credit to the debt-paying disposition ag 
well as the debt-paying ability of the 
borrower.

As to State Banks. 


Summarizing the state banking sit- 
uation, Mr. Brown states that in 1909 
there were 487 state banks In opera- 
tion in Georgia. This number has since 


increased to more than 500. 
Discussing the bank examiners, he 


says: 

“In this department I found that the 
bank examiners were ‘In business for 
their health,’ as each had resigned po- 
sitions to accept service in this depart- 
ment because it afforded them outdoor 
work, although at less salary. Up to 
the present time the _ salaries have 
ranged from $1,200 to $2,000 per an- 
num, the same being paid out of fees 
received from the banks examined; 
and, be it said to the credit of the 
banks throughout the state, that they 
are willing to pay a larger fee for a 
more thorough examination, such as 
will keep in the service accountants of 
ability at salaries commensurate with 
the service rendered.” 

Neal Bank Situation. 

Referring to state bank receiver- 
ships, he makes the following state- 
ment concerning the Neal bank: 

“The Neal Bank of Atlanta has paid 
100 per cent of the preferred claims, 
amounting to $763,706.98, and to unse- 
cured creditors 55 per cent, or $1,336,- 
999.92. The receiver stages that the 
creditors will likely receive 35 or 40 
per cent, possibly 45 per cent more; 
but cannot say when the receivership 
proceedings will be dismissed, and sees 
no likelihood of same being done with- 
in two years.”

DISORDER PREVAILS 
‘ AT TOBACCO PLANT 


Trouble in Louisville Shows No 
' Sign of Abatement---Many 
Clashes. 


ET ES EE — o-_ 


Louisville, Ky., April 2.—Disorder in 
the councils of the strikers and dis- 
orders about the plants of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company, following the 
walkout of some 3,000 stemmers in the 
leaf tobacco departments, show no 
sign of abatement. Neither is there 
@ny prospect of a definite settlement 
of the trouble. Late last night a final 
survey of the casualties showed that a 
mumber of persons, many of them 
women, had been more or less severely 
handled by the police in yesterday's 
ecrimmages. One striker, Miss Lizzie 
Holstein, was clubbed by a policeman 
and seriously injured. The tobacco 
company is not communicating with 
the strikers and is diverting its sup- 
plies of leaf tobacco to factories in 
other cities to be stemmed there. 

Marching by large bodies of strikers 
from factory to factory was resumed 
today, only to be brought to a sudden 
halt by the police, who clashed with 
the marchers at Eighteenth and Broad- 
Way. The plant of the American To- 
bacco Company at this place was sur- 
rounded during the morning by a 
crowd of over 1,000 striking men and 
women, whites and blacks. Some of 
the mob scaled the fence in the rear 
and about twenty gained entrance to 
the factory and rushed from floor to 
floor, crying, “strike.” This resulted 
,in a partial stampede of the employees, 
but the foremen closed the doors after 
a few men had gone out ard Kept the 
remainder of the forces at work. The 
polio dispersed the mob, making 
Seven arrests, five whites and two ne- 
groes.

$25,000,000 
CANDY TRUST 


To be Formed to Oppose | 


‘National Candy Co. 


Announcement by Southern 
Railroad That It Will Make 
Big Improvements Causes 
Much Comment in New York 
Financial Circles. 


By Preston C. Adams. 


New York, April 2.—(Special.)—-We 
are now to have a candy trust. 

According to statements made, the 
capitalization may be as high as $25,- 
000,000. Conferences have been held in 
this city within the past week or two 
regarding the deal, although up to the 
present time nothing conclusive has 
been arrived at concerning the projéct. 

The head of a leading candy manu- 
facturing concern who was approached 
in regard to the deal made the follow- 
ing statement: “Various manufactur- 
ers of confectioneries have been con- 
ferring recently for the purpose of 
bringing about a consolidation. In- 
terests here and at Boston, as well as 
in the ‘west, have been sounded on the 
Subject, the idea being to get up a 
large corporation. The Corn Products 
Refining Company has been approached 
by various manufacturers of confec- 
tions to act as manufacturers for 
them of certain grades of the cheaper- 
priced candies for western delivery. It 
was suggested that these candies 
could be put up in packages with the 
labels of the various concerns in the 
combine on them and distributed 
throughout the western territory. in 
competition with the National Candy 
Company. 

As the case stands, the proposed 
combination would be in opposition to 
the National Candy Company, but 
there are some who are in favor of 
taking this concern in, and it was said 
that the matter was talked over with 
O H. Peckham, president of the Na- 
tional Candy Company, recently when 
he was in town. Just how-he viewed 
the proposition, however, cannot be 
ascertained. His company owns in all 
about 20 plants and controls a ma- 
Jority of the stock of the Clinton 
Sugar Refining Company. 

It was said that Charles R. Flint 
had been approached by the promoters 
of the new scheme with a view to his 
taking an active part tn the matter. 


Development in South. 


The s evidencgd by ‘the ai of the 
by the announce- 
ment of the Soufhern Raflway that’ ft 
must buy $10,000,000 of new equipment. 
Movement of traffic over the South- 
ern ig heavier than ever before, and 
this may be said to be equally true 
of the Seaboard Air Line, the Atlantic 
Coast Line, the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, ana other systems in the south. 
It seems to be recognized that the 
railroads of the southeast are now 
doing as large a business ag their 
present facilities can acconimodate, 
while the volume of freight is increas- 
ing every day. In the circumstances 
it would seem that they will be forced 
to provide additiona)] trackage, term- 
inals, equipment, etc., or face condi- 
ticns similar to those prior to the de- 
presson, when they were unable to 
handle all business offered. 

In the 22 months the receivers op- 
erated the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
—from January 1, 1908, to November 
4, 1909—they expended upward of 
$5,000,000 improving the system, and 
siree the reorganization approximately 
$1,600,000 has been appropriated for 
the purchase of additional cars and 
engines, 

The Atlantic Coast Line ana the 
Louisville and Nashville also have 
added to their equipment, and now the 
Southern Railway announces: that it 
is about to place the largest orders in 
its history. 

The Southern and the Atlantic Coast 
Line have laid second tracks on part 
of their systems, and it. is understood 
that eventually these companies and 
the Louisville and Nashville will double 
track their entire main line. 

It is estimated that this work would 
cost well above $50,000,000, and that 
in time at least that amount of some 
form of bond will be floated to defray 
the expense of these undertakings. 


Coal Consumption Leas. 

Attention is being called to a new 
economical question in the south which 
may be stated in general terms that 
the development of water power hurts 
coal] consumption. The subject has 
been brought forward by writers em- 
ployed to exploit coal companies, and 
the warning has gone forth to invest- 
ors in coal plantg that the utilization 
of whater to drive machinery, especia- 
ally in the stafes of Virginia and 
North Carolina, threatens to inter- 
fere materially with the returns of 
the coal] companies. It is estimated 
that in the last two years fully 600,- 
000 tons of coal have been displaced 
in the Pledmont section of the Caro- 
linas, and experts say this loss will 
be increased to 1,500,000 tons in five 
years. It is contended that water pow- 
er is cheaper and in many respects 
more satisfactory than coal, and that 
many of the largest cotton mills there 
have substituted it for steam, snd 
others are arranging to make 
change.

ENGLISH LIBERALS ANGRY 
WITH THE IRISH MEMBERS 


London, April 2.—He would be 1 
wise man who could prophecy what 
will happen in the English political 
world in the next month or two, but 
the proceedings of the last week, since 
the elections were finishd and pariia- 
ment began to reassemble, make it 
abundantly clear that whatever ar- 
rangement Premier Asquith may make 
for the time being to hold hie heterg- 
eneous followers together will not con- 
tiue effective for long. 

Of course, the crux of the whole a 
uation is the attitude of the 72 frish- 
men who follow John Redmond, the 


tion to state that negotiations have 
been going on daily for the last week 
between the Irish leader and the prime 
minister. At the time of writing, it 
looks as if they would not succeed on 
any other condition than complete sub- 
mission by Asquit to Redmond’s de- 
mands, and.there.are no more angry 
men in England today than the Liberal 
ministers, who are themselves about to 
be turned out of office by the man 
whom they thought they carried in 
their pockets. One of the leading mem- 
bers of the cabinet was indiscreet 
enough to unbosom himself the other 
day. . 

“Just think of it,” he said. “Here 
we have been working hand in glove 
with the Irish for 25 years and had 
come to regard them asa part of our- 
selves. Now, when the opportunity 
comes, they threaten to throw us over 
if we don’t give them everything that 
they demand to the last pennyworth. 3 

It doesn’t seem to have occurrd to 
this minister or his colleagues—for 
there is no doubt that he expressed the 
views of every member of the cabinet 
—that the Irishmen never mé@de any 
secret of the fact that they only sup- 
ported the liberals because it suited 
them to do so. They have no interest 
whatever in British politics and are 
at Westminster for one purpose alone, 
to win home rule for Ireland by any 
means in their power. 

The trouble is all over the program 
of legislation for the coming session. 
The finances of the country are in a 
terrible state. The finance Dill (the 
budget) for 1908-09 has not been pass- 
ed yet and the financial year end- 
on March 31 next. The country has 
been living on borrowed money in the 
meantime, and if the finance Dill Is 


not passed before the end of the year 
the borrowings will have to be added 
to the national debt. Under these cir- 
cumstances the moderate men in the 
liberal party are clamoring for As- 
quith to make the passing of the bud- 
get the first business for paliament. 

On the other hand, John Redmond 
says flatly that he won't allow it, and 
Asquith can’t pass his budget without 
the Irish votes. Redmond says that 
before he delivers a vote he wants his 
payment, and his terms are that par- 
liament shall first of al] take up the 
question of doing away with the veto 
on legislation now possessed by the 
house of lords, which he knows will 
be used to throw out any home rule 
nieasure. 

This, then, is the position of Mr. As- 
quith. He must.pass hig budget or 
tbrow the country into a terrible finan- 
clal muddle, and he can't pass his 
budget without the Irish votes, which 
won't be delivered unless he deals 
first with the lords’ veto. If he takes 
up the veto first there is no chance of 
his passing the budget, for the vets 
fiebate will last for months, and there 
isn’t the slightest doubt in the world 
that the lords themselves will fight 
to the Jast ditch for their privileges, 
while there is a great deal of doubt 
that the king will use his power to co- 


sive verdict at the late general elec- 
tion. Indeed, If Asquith bows the 
knee to Redmond and takes the veto 
frst, there is a strong probability that 
he will not only lose the 1908-1909 
budget. but that for 1909-1916 as well. 

What makes his position doubly 


troublesome is that the radical ele- 
ment in his own party are quite as 
keen as the Irish about attacking the, 
lcrds, and have raised the war cry of. 
“Redress before supply.” They m!ght 
be whipped into line, however if the 
Irish were out of the way. 

Another worry which the prime min- 
ister has to face is the dissensions in 
hig own cabinet, and that these are 
serious is shown by the changes an- 
nounced last weew. Everyone expect- 
ed that John Burns, who ts the most 
efficient minister that BEnglana has 
ever had, would be promoted from the 
local government board to the home 
office, which is rendered vacant by 
the appointment of Herbert Gladstone 
to be governor of South Africa. John 
was not promoted, however, and the 
coveted post was given to Winston 
Churchhill, the darling of the extreme 
radicals. This is a particularly naaty 
slap in the face for Burns, because 
when the last parliament voted to !n- 
crease the salarieg of the ministers at 
the local government board and the 
board of trade from $10,000 to $25,000 
a year, {t was stipulated that the in- 
crease should not be given to the men 
who occupied the offices at that time. 
Winston, by going to the home office, 
gets the increased salary, but Burns, 
who is retained at the local govern- 
ment board, thus becomes the only 
first-class minister who is drawing the 
lower scale of pay. If he had even 
been moved to the board of trade in 
succession to Winston he would have 
received the increased salary and his |) 
successor at the local governmént 
board would also have been paid on 
the higher scale. 

Now, Burns is not a man who cares 
for money, but he ts very angry at the 
slight that hag been put on him, and 
he is not disposed to look any the

Each sub- 
scriber to the music service is supplied 
with a special directory giving names 
and numbers of records. When music is 
desired, the subscriber calls the music 
department on the telephone, asks for 
a certain record, and screws the horn 
into position. The music operator piugs 
up a free phonograph to the line, slips 
on a record, and starts the machine. 
At the conclusion of the piece the -on- 
nection is pulled down, unless more 
records have been requested. 

“When several subscribers call for 
the same piece all the wires can be 
connected to the one phonograph, The 
telephone company requires each mu- 
sical subscriber to guarantee $18 per 
year. The rate of charge for the ser- 
vice is 3 cents for ordinary records, 
and 7 cents for grand opera.”

CRIME LESSENED 
BY PROHIBITION 


Decrease of 60 Per Cent 
in Georgia, Reports 
J. B. Richards. 


At the morning session of the Anti- 
Saloon League at the First Baptist 
church yesterday, J. B. Richards, of 
the Georgia league, read a report 
which showed that as a result of pro- 
hibition in this state, crime has de- 
creased 60 per cent and business has 
materially improved. 

Mr. Richards’ figures ,were based 
largely on the results of circular let- 
ters sent to the prominent men of the 
state. In these letters two questions 
were asked: “Has drunkenness and 
crime increased or decreased in your 
commmunity during the last two 
years?” and “Is there less whisky sold 
in your community or would you say 
there is more?” The answers to these 
questions in every case said crime, 
drunkenness and the selling of whisky 
had decreased. He further reported 
that prohibition had not decreased the 
school terms nor had it lessened the 
teachers’ salaries, and he believed that 
the majority of the people would not 
vote to repeal the law. 

Mr. Richards also corrected the con- 
struction put on his speech of last Fri- 
day in regard to the relation of the 
league and the ministry. “The league,” 
he said, “has always considered the 
church its greatest ally and fully ap- 
preciates the importance and width 
of its work. When I mentioned the 
fact that some ministers were not as 
active as they should be, I was mere- 
ly citing exceptions to the general 
rule.” 

One of the features of the afternoon 
session was the speech of Judgé 
George Hillyer, who was mayor of At- 
lanta when the prohibition movement 
had its first great impetus. Judge 
Hillyer laid great stress on the neces. 
sity of keeping the prohibition move- 
ment free of any political jugglery. 
He said emphatically: “In our cam- 
paign we must employ every dollar 
for detective work and for the purify- 
ing of the election. It is a poor policy 
to fight the devil with his own fire.” 

In showing the growth of public 
opinion in favor of prohibition, Judge 
Hillyer stated that during the revolu- 
tion General Washington had written 
a letter to his overseer in which he 
told him what disposition to make of 400 


barrels of -whisky that had been dis-‘} 


tilled on the general’s own plantation. 
When we think of a present-day presi- 
dent running a distillery we can ap- 
preciate how conditions have changed. 

Dr. P. A. Baker, the national super- 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
then addressed the league on the im- 
portance of federal legislation. This 
branch of the movement, he said, had 
lately been greatly helped by the 
downfall of Speaker Cannon. “T fully 
believe,” he stated, “that under present 
conditions a bill regulating the inter- 
state commerce of liquor would pass 
both houses of congress and become a 
law.”

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STRIKES SOUTH SIDE 


Work was yesterday begun on @ 
five-story concrete building which Is 
being erected for Judge John T. Pen- 
dlieton on the west side of South 
Pryor street, just opposite the court- 
house. The building is being erected 
for Ernest L. Rhodes, the wholesale 
milliner, who will move into it imme- 
diately upon its completion. 

This is only one of more than a 
score of buildings which are to be 
erected in this vicinity within the 
next few months. In fact, real estate 
activity in this section has been most 
pronounced for the past several 
months, not less than $500,000 worth 
of property changing hands within less 
than ninety days. In this time a good- 
ly portion of the property fronting 
South Pryor between Mitchell and Fair 
streets, has been sold, and some of it 
resold more than once. 

Scores of Sales Made. 

On Friday the southeast corner of 
Mitchell and Pryor sold for $65,000, 
and improvements which will be made 
in the near future will make the prop- 
erty easily worth $125,000. 

The John B. Goodwin home at Trin- 
ity and Pryor was sold last week to 
Robert H. Otis and Charles Patton for 
$24,000. The purchasers expect to 
change the present buildings into 
stores and will erect a storage room 
on the rear of the lot. The sale was 


made by the Maddox Realty Company. 
Harry Poole, the undertaker, has 


just paid $400 per front foot for the 
property at 88 South Pryor street and 
will erect thereon a modern three- 
story business building. 

Just across Pryor, T. R. Sawtell has 
purchased from Harry Stockdell a lot 
with 50 feet frontage, paying there- 
for $17,500. Mr. Sawtell expects to 
make in the neighborhood of $50,000 
worth of improvements on this and an 
adjoining lot which he recently pur- 
chased. Fs 

Luther Rosser and Henry Porter re- 
cently bought of Mrs. L. M. Stevens 
the lots at 96 and 100 South Pryor, 
paying $26,000 for the two. The same 
gentlemen paid $10,500 for an adjoin- 
ing %5-foot frontage shortly after- 
wards. 

William Walthal has bought the 
Keely home, which has a frontage of 
100 feet on Pryor, paying $300 per 
front foot, while J. T. Crawford has 
recently purchased the Whitner place, 
near Trinity and Pryor, at the same 
price. A vacant lot on Central avenue, 
almost back of the above property, 
was sold last week for $240 per front 
foot. 

-Dr. T. P. Hinman Friday paid $700 
per front foot for 50 feet on Hunter 
street, in the rear of the fire engine 
house, while $300 per front foot was 
yesterday paid for a lot on Central 
avenue, near the intersection of Mitch- 
ell. 

Te Be Wholesale Center. 
On practically every one of these 


lots and at least a score of others 
which have changed hands in the last 
few weeks, business buildings will be 
erected, and the majority of these will 
be occupied by firms doing wholesale 
business. Real estate men who :have 
studied the tendencies of this section 
believe that this is destined to become 
the city’s largest wholesale district. 

They point out that the situation is 
ideal. Wholesale houses located here, 
they say, will be not only within easy 
reach of the freight depots, but equally 
well located, as concerns the two pas- 
senger stations. Wholesalers, they 
Point out will have little trouble in 
handling their goods, and their custom- 
will have but a short distance to go 
when they reach the city, no matter 
over which road they may come. 

One wholesale company which is now 
operating in this vicinity states that 
during last year it handled more than 
$1,000,000 worth of goods, between the 
freight depots and their plant with a 
one-mule truck. This statement is 
significant, in the extreme, as a point- 
er to the locality’s natural advantages, 
the real estate men believe. 

Rivaling North Side Prices. 

Until recently the north side ap- 
parently had a monopoly on property 
which would sell for several hundred 
dollars per front foot. This is no 
longer true, however, and already 
prices on South Pryor and some of 
ite intersections are beginning to rival 
those pala for any but the classiest 
of north side property. With Hunter, 
Mitchell, South Pryor, and other streets 
in this vicinity showing frontages 
worth from $259 to $700 per front foot, 
the north end now finds itself only a 
short length ahead. 

The reason, say real estate men, is 
plain. The north side is now and must 
practically always be devoted alrrost 
exclusively to the retail business. On 
th= other hand, pratically the en ‘re 
wholesale business of the city is be ng 
cerried on gouth of Marietta and i-e- 
catur streets, and this will continue to 
be the case, it is believed. As the 
wholesale business increases, the 
wholesalers are looking for better lo- 
cations and the vicinity between the 
two passenger and the freight depots 
is rapidly being filled with houses de- 
signed for this class of: business. 
Those who have made a study of the 
matter believe that within @ few years 
a good portion of the section east of 
Whitehall and south of Decatur will 
be almost filled with wholesale houses 
for at least a dozen squares from the 
center of the city. 

On the whole, prices on South Pryor 
and its intersecting streets for a num- 
ber of blocks from the Union depot, 
are rising almost as rapidly as those 
of realty in any other portion of the 
city, and in no other section is there 
as general a movement in the erection 
of businesg buildings. 


CROPS ARE MUCH 
IN NEED OF HAIN 


Weather Maps Will Be Re- 
sumed This 
Week, 


About three drops of rain—maybe 
more—fell yesterday morning about 
10:30 o’clock, and hope grew ni the 
hearts of those desirous of rain, but 
after a desultory sprinkle that did not 
even disturb the dust on the sidewalk, 
the rain changed its mind and went 
away. 

With but few exceptions, this period 
of dryness has been the longest on 
record. During September and Octo- 
ber, 1884, there was a period of 
drought extending over thirty-nine 
days; in November and December, 
1889, there were twenty-five consecu- 
tive days without rain, and in Septem- 
her and October, 1886, there were twen- 
ty-seven days during which no rain 
fell. 

But those droughts were during the 
fall months; and did not make such 
difference as the present drought does, 
because now the rain ig needed for the 
crops. There have been twenty-two 
days in sequence during which there 
has been no rain. 

There is a‘tain disturbance in the far 
northwest, but it will scarcely affect 
the weather here. The weather man 
says that today will be more or less 
cloudy, but that there is a slim chance 
for rain. A few drops may fall, but 
the shower will be so light as to be al- 
most unnoticeable. 

Weather Map Resumed. 

Mr. von Herrmann says that, begin- 
ning Monday, he will send out the 
weather maps again. Several days ago 
the daily chart was discontinued un- 
der orders from Washington, and it 
was announced that no more would be 
issued. 

It was hoped that an arrangement 
could be made with the newspapers 
by which the may» would be published 
daily, but so far no such arrangement 
has been made. Finding that the de- 
mand for the weather map ig great, 
and because it is to the advantage of 
the weather station to heve its in- 
formation distributed, it was decided 
to issue the maps again until other ar- 
rangements are made.

TO INQUIRE INTO 
DELAYED TRAINS 


Commission Will Also Act 
On Baggage Truck 


Question. 


The late train proposition will be 
taken up for consideration.by the rall- 
road commission next Tuesday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

For the past few weeks the commis- 
sion has been receiving weekly fre- 
ports from the railroads of the state, 
and these reports show that an enor- 
mous number of trains are daily mark- 
ed up late. 

The commission has noted that «@ 
large number of these delays are cred- 
ited to passenger trains doing an in- 
terstate traffic business, and the thing 
the commission desires to find out is 
to what extent these delays affect lo- 
cal traffic. 

Representatives of practically all the 
roads in the state have been notified 
to 8» present at the hearing. 

On Wednesday the commission will 
hear the petition of R. B. Gaston 
who desires that the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad shall be required to sell 
tickets to College Fark instead of 
avoid competition with the street car 
line and requiring passengers to pay 
the transportation from that point en 
to Atlanta. 

On Thursday two matters are set 
for a hearing. One is the complaint 
of a number of traveling men that the 
railroads do not furnish trucks for 
handling baggage at a number of their 
stations and that the baggage suffers 
considerably as a result of rough han- 
dling. 

The other is the petition of citizens 
at Moye, Ga., that the Georgia, Flori- 
da and Alabama railroad be required 
to establish an agency at that point,

IN TRUST CASES 


No Rehearing Account 
Brewer’s Death. 


Final Decisions of the Supreme 


Court Reached, It Is Believed. | 
Just When the Opinions Will 


Be Handed Down Is Not! 


Known.

Washington, April 2.—-(Special.)— 
Final decisioninthe Standard Oil, to- 
bacco trust and corporation tax cases 
have been reached by the supreme 
court of the United States, it is now 
firmly believed. When these decisions 
will be handed down from the bench 
cannot be. foretold, but the death of 
Mr. Justice Brewer will not, it now 
felt, require a rehearing in all or any 
of these cases. 

There have been notable instances 
in which the supreme court has waited 
a year, or even two years, before giv- 
ing to the public, and placing in the 
official reports its decision on cases 
which were agreed upon almost im- 
mediately upon the argument of the 
case. The death of a justice occurring: 
after a decision is reacheal makes no 
difference in the final announcement 
of that decision. 

In other cases where no decision 
was reached the death of a justice has 
necessitated a new hearing of argu- 
ments. This was true in the Califor- 
nia and Oregon cases, when Mr. Jus- 
tice Day was added to the court. In 
those cases death intervened before 
the case had been decided and before 
work had begun on the preparation 
of the decision. 

The usual procedure of the court is 
to hold a conference on the Saturday 
following the oral arguments of a 
case. The chief justice presides and 
when the discussion in conference is 
concluded a vote is taken. If that 
vote shows a majority of the justices 
on one side or the other, the case is 
usually there and then finally settled. 
The chief justice appoints a member 
(eof the court to write the decision. The 
name of every -justice dissenting is 
noted. . 

In the decisions on the Standard Oil, 
tobacco and corporation tax cases the 
name of Mr. Justice Brewer may ap- 
pear as dissenting, though the decis- 
ions are not handed down for six 
months or a year. If he voted ona 
case and his vote helped to decide it, 
the fact will appear in the decision. 

Had Mr. Justice Brewer been désig- 
nated by the chief justice to write 
one of the decisions in question, that 
task would now be given to anothér 
‘justice That would be the only dif- 
ference. 

Eight justices heard argument in 

the Standard Oj!, tobacco and corpora- 
tion tax cases. Mr. Justice Moody has 
been too ill to appear this term. Fur- 
thermore, the Standard Oll suit was 
Originated under his direction when 
he occupied the office of attorney gen. 
eral. 
Government Wins With Divided Court. 
If only three justices held contrary to 
the government’s contention in these 
cases, they have been decided in favor 
of the government. If the vote was 
4 to 4 at the conference that discussed 
the Standard Oil case, the government 
won with the divided court. This 
would not hold true with the other 
cases, however, for in the tobacco case 
the decision of the lower court was 
mixed and both the government and 
the company took appeals. In the 
corporation tax case the government 
must have had a majority of the jus- 
tices. 

If Mr. Justice 
tain the government 
Oil case and the vote 
the justice subsequently died, a re- 
hearing would be required, for the 
court would not permit the death of 
a justice to settle the case. I[f the 
court divided evenly and his vote was 
against the government, his subse- 
quent death would not have affected 
the result, for the government would 
have won with the divided court. 

Attorney General Wickersham has 
given this explanation of the case and 
the contingency that would necessi- 
tate a rehearing. He said it would lie 
entirely at the discretion of the court. 

“The only possibility of these cases 
being reopened is in the event there 
was a divided court. Then the court 
might consider that justice to the 
country and the litigants might be 
‘better served by awaiting the anpoint- 
ment of a successor and holding a re- 
hearing for his benefit.” 

President Is Confident. 

The president is said to be firmly 
the opinion that the cases were de- 
cided before Justice Brewer came to 
his sudden death. What the decisions 
are, remain locked in the minds of 
seven men who never give to the press 
advance information. The secrets of 
the supreme court conference room do 
not leak. 

Some further details of the course of 
procedure followed by the supreme 
court from the time a case is submit- 
ted orally until the decision which 
stands as the law of the land is hand- 
ed down, may be of timely interest. 

Following the’ conference on the 
Saturday after the argument the court 
meets and discusses the case and de- 
cides by vote what is the law. If a 
majority hold one way a member is 
selected to write the decision. 

The justice so selected writes a 
draft of the decision which will em- 
brace the opinions of himself and 
those who hold with him. This is put 
in printed form and nine proofs taken. 
one of which is furnished t6 each of 
the justices. Each justice reads the 

roof with as great care as though 

t were his own handiwork, makes 
such comments on it as he sees fit, 
and such corrections as he thinks 
proper and returns the revised proof 
to his brother justice. 

The corrections and suggestions are 
considered by the author of the opin- 
fon and incorporated in his second 
draft. This is in turn submitted and 
criticised, and the process is continued 
until the majority are satisfied with 
the decision. It is then handed down 
from the bench at some Monday's ses- 
sion. The justices who disagree with 
the majority decision may submit at 
greater or less length their dissenting 
views. A justice supporting the ma- 
jority opinion may indicate a separate 
course of reasoning by which he reach- 
- ed his conclusion. 

But a decision supported by the ma- 
jority of the court, even though the 
majority be but one vote, is the law 
of the land until it is reversed by the 
same tribunal. From the supreme 
court's decision there is no legal ap- 


peal.

TO HIS GEORGIA ALMA MATER

Emory College, Oxford, Ga., ApriT’ 
2.—(Special.)—Hon. TT. H. Yun, of 
Songda, Korea, who is in this country 
giving @ series of lectures on mission- 
ary and educational work in his native 
land, and of whom so much has been 
said in the state press during the past 
week, is one of the most interesting 
men in Georgia at present, and one on 
whom the eyes of churchmen of all 
Protestant denominations are turned 
today.

his favorite haunts about town and 
the campus on which he once walked 
as a student. 

He yielded to the wishes of Dr. 
Dickey, and Wednesday night talked in 
the college auditorium, and afterward 
shook hands with the long line of stu- 
dents and citizens waiting to greet 
him. 

Dr. Yun seemed to feel as if he were 
at home once more when in Oxford, 
and, instead of delivering a lecture on 
his usual tepic, talked intimately and 
informally of his own life.

FOR YELLOW COALITION 


Anniston, Ala., April 2.—(Spectal.j)— | 


That the yellow peril is real and vital 
and that there is a probability of its 
being expressed in the form of a 
Japanese-Indo-China alliance is the 
Carthew-Yorston, 
former commander of a mounted regi- 
ment at Poona, near Bombay, but who 
recently was placed on the retired list 
by the British government in recog- 
nition of his services in the India de- 
pendency. 

For the past month Colonel Yorston 
has been living in Anniston, the old 
home of his wife, nee Miss Nellie 
Knight, whose voice attracted the at- 
tention of Queen Victoria and won 
recognition for her by some of the 


leading operatic managers of Europe. 


Colonel Yorston’s attention was 
galled to a cable special which stated 
that Indian students are flocking to 
Japan by the hundreds, and that this 
step is being encouraged by the Japa- 
nese with the view of forming a yel- 
low coalition which will not only en- 
able them to maintain their alliance 
with England, if desired, but to domi- 
nate commerce in the Far East and 
defy Great Britain in case of opposi- 
tion. This idea was indorsed by the 
veteran warrior. 

Hobson’s Idea Not Visionary. 

According to his views, it would seem 
that Captain Hobson's war argument 
in support of his big navy platform is 
mot entirely visionary. Ever since the 
Russians were defeated by the Japa- 
nese, says Colonel Yorston, the white 
man's tenure in the East has been 
more difficult, as the people as a 
whole have been arrogant in the belief 
that the same dose which the Japanese 
compelled the Russians to swallow can 
be thrust down the throat of other 
powers. 

Particularly is this true of India 
with reference to English rule, he 
gays, and in order to impress the Brit- 
ish government with their strength in 
an eventuality they are courting the 
friendship of China and Japan. 

Independence Not Wanted,

the 75 Cadillac owners in New 


York, 46 had no repairs at ali—and 
Dayton shows a® more remarkable 
achievement than this. 

Of the 50 Cadillac owners in Dayton 
territory, 45 had no repairs and only 
five had any expense whatever. 

Of these five the highest expenditure 
was that of A. G. Rundle, of Piqua, 
Ohio, whose car cost him $2.60 during 
the year, and was driven a distance of 
20,000 miles. The next highest expend- 
iture was that of C. F. Kettering, of 
Dayton, who spent $1.50; the next was 
that of W. H. Nye, of Ironton, Ohio, 
who spent 76 cents; the next, G. W.

Students Meet Roosevelt. 

During an intermission students to 
the number of 200 marched to the rear 
of Oolonel Roosevelt’s box, where they 
were presented to the fdrmer president 
by Professor Boggiano, of the Univer- 
sity of Naples, who, in a graceful 
speech, recalled the colonel’s parting 
injunction to President Taft, that the 
greatest problem for the United States 
was the maintenance of the moral well 
being and strength of the _ people.. 
Professor Boggiano said that this was 
also the greatest problem for all coun- 


tries. 

Colonel Roosevelt, replying, ar- 
pealed to the students to aspire to the 
highest ideals, but warned them that 
their aspirations must be coupied with 
practical methods. 

‘Life is a struggle,” he said. “You 
must not keep in the clouds. Your 
ideals must be such as can be real- 
ized.”’ 

Roosevelt’s Arrival at Naples. 

Former President Roosevelt, accom- 
panied by members of his family, ar- 
rived at Naples at 8:20 o’clock this 
morning aboard the steamer Prinz 
Heinrich. Only American Ambassador 
Leishman, with other members of the 
embassy; American, Consul Crownin- 
shield, Marquis deSota, the prefect of 
Naples; official representatives of the 
municipality, the commander of the 
fort and a group of foreign corre- 
spondents were admitted to the ship 
wheré the vessel docked, but outside 
the gates a surging mass of excited 
persons, including hundreds of Ameri- 
cans, craned their mecks to get an 
early glimpse of thé distinguished 
American. ia 

Many Americans had provided them-

Halley’s comet spends a very small 
fraction of its time within human 
view. If it be one of the triumphs of 
modern astronomy that it has accu- 
rately traced its course throughout 
its complete round of seventy-five 
years, it is little less of an achieve- 
ment to follow it back through the 
centuries to the times before the 
Christian era. 

It must not be thought, from the 
mame that it bears, that Sir Edmund 
Halley was the first ever to see this 
stupendous object, much less that it 
came into being or first visited this 
part of the universe in his day. Halley 
saw the comet in 1682, and he died in 
1742, sixty years later, and sixteen 
years before the comet’s next appear- 
ance. But the comet was an old af- 
fair when he looked upon it; and when 
he successfully solved the problem of 
its identity with a number of histori- 
cal comets, and the periodical charac- 
ter of its returns to our sky, it had 
been making its round of space for 
ages. 

That the comet originally entered 
our solar system from distant regions 
of the universe is practically certain. 
Once within our confines it was cap- 
tured, as is supposed, by Neptune, our 
most distant known plarfft. and its 
speed became so reduced that it was 
compelled to adopt the elliptical form 
of orbit which it now travels. Now, 
when this happened no one can know 
or guess. It may have been within the 
history of mankind, or ages before. All 
we know is that the comet, like the 
moon, is here, and that it has been 
here for a long time. 

Some of the greatest discoveries 
have grown out pf what are called 
“lucky guesses.” Halley had a strong 
suspicion that the great comet of 1682 
was no stranger. He was familiar 
with the fact that remarkable comets 
had been seen in 1531 and 1607: and 
here were two intervals of so nearly 
seventy-five yvears each that he won- 
dered whether these three were not 
one and the same comet returning with 
@ certain regularity. His suspicion 
Was converted to conviction, when he 
examined the courses of these three 
and found them to fit into each other 
“go nicely that it was impossible any 
longer to believe teat they were three; 
they were really one and the same. 

It is strange that he did not go back 
still further to 1456, whose comet so 
shook Europe with terror and dismay, 
for here was the same interval, and he 
could not be ignorant of that visita- 
tion. He might also easily have in- 
cluded the famous comet of 1066 in his 
survey; but it seems that he did not. 
But in the three dates of 1531, 1607 and 
1682 he felt that he had sufficient data 
to warrant a prediction. And this he 
now ventured upon—namely, that in 
the year 1758 there would be a fresh 
visit of a comet already seen at least 
three times: and so Interested was he 
in the result of his prophecy, and so 
confident that he could not live to 
witness it, that he frankly expressed 
a hope that the world would recognize 
that it was an Englishman who made 
the prediction. 

Halley had been resting in his grave 
for sixteen years, and astronomers al] 
over Europe were watching for the 
return of the comet, when a Saxony 
farmer, George Palitsch by name, hav- 
ing a love of the stars and a smal] 
telescope, became the Dr. Cook to steal 
the prize from the toiling Pearys of 


his day, and sighted the monster on 
its return trip. It was on Christmas 
night of the year 1758, and henceforth 
this was Halley’s comet; for he had 
made himself and the visitant famous 
by_a first successful prediction:of the 
return of a periodical comet. 

We have -mentioned the fact that 
Halley strangely overlooked other 
dates that he might have included in 
his series, and that the comet has 
been traced back to the times before 
Christ. The gaps are not all filled in 
the earlier dates; but this-is doubtless 
due to the want of records in an un- 
scientific age. Beginning, hdwever, 
with A. D. 1066, not a date is missing, 
although, owing to the disturbing in- 
fluences of the planets passed by the 
comet in coming and going, the inter- 
vals differ from 74% to 79 years. 

The earliest date which we possess 
is B. C. 240. Our next date is 600 years 


later—nanfely, A. D. 451. Then comes 
760. Now we come to an unbroken 


series, beginning with 1066, the date 
of the Norman invasion of England 
under William the Conqueror, when 
the comet was supposed to be the sym- 
bol of his all-conquering sword, and 
people stood aghast at the celestial 
spectacie. The comet repeated its 
visits in 1145, 1222, 1301, 1878 and 
1456. 

It probably never produced such 
consternation as in the latter year. No 


one imagined that this was merely 
the return of an old visitor, absolutely 
no more strange than the return of 
new moon each month or ofthe planet 
Mars to apposition every two years. 
The popular mind was already in a 
ferment. The Turks had taken Con- 
stantinople and were threatening to 
overrun Europe, and everything seem- 
ed ripe for destructfon, when the comet 
put in an appearance, confirming all 
fears, and seemingly depriving men of

Struction of the splendid granite addi- 
tion to the Atlanta federal prison. 

This new building was begun in July, 
"1903. 

It is estimated, at the present rate 
of construction, that it’ will be finally 
completed June 30, 1915. 

But when it is done, it will be well 
done; it will be about as perfect a 
plec? of work as it is possible for hu- 
Man ingenuity, care and attention to 
Getail, to produce. 

“We dé not rush the men,” said 
Warden William H. Moyer, tn talking 
of the work now in progress. “There 
is no specified amount of work re- 
quired of them; the only thing we hold 
them to is quality. 

“They need not hurry, but when the 


work is done, it must be the best that ! 


@am be done.” 

This is the principle on which work 
fs done at the federal prison—a prin- 
ciple that contrasts strongly with the 
task work required in some of the 
penal! institutions. 

It was in July, 1903, that work was 
begun upon the main walls of the new 
building. 

150 Men Workirg on It. 

There are now approximately 150 
men at work upon it, yet it will prob- 
ably be the middle of 1915 before the 
last finishing touch is given. 

When the work was begun a blank 
Space was left in th: center of the ad- 
ministration building; on either side 
@re the cell houses. 

Now the administration huilding has 


outstripped the other portions of the 
structure, 4nd will be pushed to com- 
pletion by June 30, 1911. 

The administration building is part 
and parcel of the prison structure, 
it will be two stories in height above 
a basement, and is connected with the 
cell house by a corridor 16 feet wide 
and 28 feet long. In this will be lo- 
cated the warden’s office, the record 
room and other officés incident to a 
well-conducted prison, 

The entire building is 5664 feet long, 
sixty-two feet wide, and will be fifty- 
eight feet high at the eaves, rising 


; seventy-two feet at the corner towers. 


The dimensions of the administration 
building in the center are 100 feet two 
inches in length, by forty-six feet four 
inches in width. 

There. is an average of .150 men 
prisoners now at work on this struc- 
ture alone. Of these, 110 are em- 


| ployed in cutting stone, twenty-five in 
| setting the cut 


stone and twelve in 
laying brick, backing up the stone- 
work. 

Stonecutters Trained in Prison. 

There is not a man in the Federal 
prison who was a stonemason when he 
went there; yet the institution now 
has 110 a& goé¢d men at this work, per- 
haps, es could be found anywhere. 
They are taught the work there, and 
they do it artistically and to perfec- 
tion. Some of it is in most intricate 
design—the perfection almost of the 
sculptor’s art.

From these rough stone blocks the 
men carve the building stones—smooth 
shapely blocks or ornamental in de- 
sign, according to place and need. 

The materiais in the building are 
Georgia granite, Georgia brick and 
Georgia cement; the steel] cell struc- 
ture only, perhaps, will come from an- 
ether state. 

There will be five tiers of steel cells 
in each wing of the cell house, built 
on the latest and most approved pat- 
tern, each made to accommodate two 
men, and from which, when the bolts 
are shot, there is-no Known means’ of 
escape. 


Cannot “Beat the Institution.” 


That no prisoner today can “beat the 
institution” ts the firm conviction of 
Warden Moyer. Once a barber prisoner 
ect away by crawling between the 
bars to the window in the barbershop.

That has simce been 
remedied, as have all others, and there 
is no way now for a man to escape 
unless he takes advantage of the liberty 
given him as a “trusty.”

At present it can take care 
of 825 prisoners; there are now 790 in 
the institution.” 

It is apparent, therefore, that a part 
at least of the new cellhouse will be 
needed before very long—that is, if 


violations of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States should increase to 
any alarming extent 

In the new building there will be 
accommodations for an even 1,600 pris- 
oners, or 800 cells with two “berths’— 
upper and lower—in each. This will 
give the institution a total capacity of 
something more than 2,400. 

How Prison Labor Reduces Cost. 


This new structure will cost the gov- 
ernment about $600,000, -or possibly 
$300,000 less than if it were construct- 
ed by free instead of prison labor. The 
cost of labor in construction is, usual- 
‘ly, about seven-ténths of the total; the 
cost here ts only three-tenths. 

If the laborers working on this 
structure were paid regular wages, 
they would get all the way from $1.26 
up to $4.59, and in some instances, per- 
haps, slightly more. 

But the government figures its labor 
at actual cost, and that is approxi- 
mately 60 cents per man per day, 


whether he does the work of a com- 


artisan. 


It is apparent, that it 


therefore, 


‘saves something more than a third of 


ordinary cost. 

The men work from 8 in the morning 
until 4:15 in the afternoon, with about 
an hur for dinner; or less than 7% 
hours daily; but they put in that time 
to good purpose, and every lick is made 
to count. 

Other Constructive Work. 3 


This new buildfng is by no means all 
the construction work being done at 
the federal prison. There has already 
been built by the men a new isolation 
building, a new storehouse and a new 
blacksmith shop. 

There is now being built a new hos- 
pital, for which the fourdations have 
already been laid, and which will rise 
two stories, with room to accommo- 
date 100 patients. 

Besides, work is. still in progress 
upon the lofty wall which surrounds a 
large part of the institution and will 
eventually surround the entire struc- 
ture except in front. This is being 
built of concrete, about 36 féet in 
height. 

The total cost of all this new con- 
struction werk to the government will 
be about $1,200,000, and, done by prison 
labor, which is uséd solely. upon prison 
work, will involve a saving of some- 
thing like half a million dollars, or 
more.

Em- 
ployed by the church, his pupils are 
given free instruction in voice and in- 
strumental music, and from these pu- 
pils are recruited the orchestra and 
chorus which leag the music at all 
services. 

The work that has been done will be 
a revelation to all but the few who 
have had immediate direction of the 
erection and completion of the church. 
The original cost of the lot, 100x150 
feet, was $25,000. Before the laying of 
the cornerstone, about eighteen 
months ago, $75,000 was offered and 
refused for it, and it is now appraised 
at $100,000. A little more than $200,000 
has been spent in the erection of the 
church, making the present value of 
the property at least $300,000. 

The ground area of the building is 
92x142 feet, having Auburn avenue on 
the north, Ivy street on the west, and 
an 8-foot alley on the east and south. 

Ground Broken August, 1908. 

Ground was broken for the building 
in August, 1908. The cornerstone was 
laid in October of the same year, and

work on the superstructure was begun 
in January, 1909. The building was 
designed by George C. Thompson, a 
well-known Atlanta architect, and 
Contractor Moise de Leon, of this city, 
has erected the building. 

The building, inside and out, is 
splendidly designed and equipped for 
the varied work that is to be done 
under its reof. The style of construc- 
tion is known to architects as the 
“School Gothic,” which is carried out in 
concrete, stone and brick, with trim- 
ming of terra-cotta. The finish of the 
interior is in mission oak, with walls 
tintedin cream of light blue. The 
main entrance is from Auburn avenue, 
which opens into a vestibule, at either 
end of which steps of marble lead to 
the doors of the great auditorium. 

The first impression of this room is 
deceiving as to its real size and ca- 
pacity. Next to the audience room of 
the Auditorium-Armory, it is the larg- 
est in the city, with a seating capacity 
of a few less than 3,000. The general 
dimensions of the room are 72x106 feet, 
and 46 feet to the celling. The main 
floor slopes easily to a broad platform 
for the speakers. Above it are ar- 
ranged tw. deep galleries, and back 
of the platform is a space set aside 
for the great chorus, which is a feature 
of the services in this church. The 
seats are orchestra chairs ranged in 
lettered and numbered rows in sec- 
tions. The lighting by day is from the 
ceiling, which is set with windows open 
o the sky. By night, rows of electric 
sulbs, following the lines of the two 
salleries and in clusters hanging from 
-he celling, furnish the illumination. 
The heating of the building is one of 
ts features, a combinciion of steam 
-hrough radiators and by steam-heated 
ir. In the auditorium this warm air 
s admitted under each seat. 

Surrounding the auditorium are 
ooms for the primary classes of the 
sunday school, the church pariors, li- 
rary and assembly rooms, and open- 
ng from the entrance vestibule is the 
»ffice of the pastor. 

Artificial Lighting. 

The basement, which extends under 
he entire building. contains a big 
‘itchen fully equipped with range and

Foreign exchange was firm in tene, 
and further gold exports are locked 
for next week, with the additional in- 
ducements offered by the premium on 
American eagles paid by the Bank of 
England. The furious speculation in 
rubber shares in the London market 
helped to keep up the money rate 
there. Discounts also hardened again 
today. The enormous changes shown 
in the weekly statement of the Impe- 
rial Bank of Germany represent the 
strain of the April settlement now 
past, and conditions are expected to 
relax there. The London money mar- 
ket, however, has to face some im- 
portant government financing during 
the coming week. . 

Yesterday’s 3% per cent call loan 
rate here is moderate, ccmpared with 
the usual rate for that period, and dis- 
bursements coming back into the 
money market are likely to relax the 
rate next week, unless the gold exports 
shall affect the tone.

The Financier will say: 

“The chief feature of the statement 
of the New York clearing house banks 
for the week ending April 12, taking 
the actual condition report as a basis, 
was a decrease of $11,801,500 in specie. 
The preliminary estimates of the 
known movement of currency for the 
week indicated a loss to the subtreas- 


ury of something over $4,000,000, but 


this was offset to some extent by a 
slight gain which the bankg made on 
the movement of the interior funds. 
Golf has begun to flow outward to 
Europe, the first engagement of $2,000,- 
000 having been announced on Friday. 
This probably will be followed by a 
much heavier movement from now on; 
but what occasioned the very heavy 
decrease in specie, aside from the 
known operations of the week, cannot 
be explained easily. The loan item last 
week showed a decrease of $4,363,700, 
and this, together with the loss in 
cash already mentioned, brought about 
@ decrease of $17,814,200 in deposits. 
The decrease in deposits, of course, 
necessitated smaller reserve require- 
ments, and the contraction in reserve 
for the week was $5,847,650, leaving 
the surplus above the 25 per cent legal 
minimum at $4,958,075. The loans of. 
the clearing house are now about 
twelve million dollars in excess of de- 
posits. This would indicate of itself a 
period of firmer money. 

“The summary of state banks and 
trust companies not reporting to the 
clearing house showed an increase of 
$9,387,900 in loans, an increase of a 
little Jess than $1,000,000 in Gash and 
an expansion of $15,143,900 in net de- 
posits.

London Stock Market. 

London, April 2.—During the week 
on the stock exchange, despite the 
heavy work of another huge settle- 
ment, business for the new account 
was on a large scale, especially in the 
speculative departments, and generally 
at rising prices. Trading in rubber 
shares continued enormous, with fren- 
zied bidding and daily advances. Warn- 
ings that the market was getting un- 
Safe were passed unheeded and the 
advance continued unchecked. Mining 
shares received increased attention at 
the week-end, while Canadian Railway 
and land issues were steadily support- 
ed, Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific 
leading the advance. Good traffic reports 
and better coal trade news brought 
more confident support to home rails. 
which closed buoyant and dearer. Good 
yielding foreign bonds found ready 
support at higher prices. 

Mexican rails imoroved in antici- 
pation of a good dividend; but de- 
clined sharply on the disappointing 
anrouncement. Consols and other gilt- 
edged securities were neglected, pend- 
ing political develonoments. 

American stocks, {in strong contrast 
to the other speculative denartments. 
ruled dull most of the week. Labor 
troubles in the United State«< and the 
prespect of gold exports Londonward 
checked operations and the decline in 
the price of copper assisted the bear 
The net. result of the small 
week's trading was a lass of from 1 
to $ points. Canadian Pacific was an 
exception, closing two points higher. 

Monev has been tight, and no pro- 
nounced easing is expected for some 
time, especially if the collection of the 
income tax is authorized in the near 
future. Discount rates declined early 
in the week, but firmed up later. The 
4 per cent rate of the Bank of Eng- 
land has thue far failed to draw much 
go'd and while a good amount of the 
metal is expected from the United 
States. it is believed in many quarters 
that a higher rate will be necessary 
in the near futwre in order to build 
up the depleted reserve of the bank.

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DEVELOPMENTS OF WEEK 
AFFECTING THE_STOCKS 


Decline in Prices Wiped 
Out a Good Many of 
the Longs. 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, April 2.—(Special.)—The 
stock market failed to hold its own 
this week, influenced by a series of 
. depressing events. It was a bearish 
and narrow market pretty nearly all 
through. Rallies was succeeded by 
declines, which hit specialties and 
standard shares alike. Duliness was 
the prevailing tone. The decline has 
wiped out a good many smal! longs, 
but the volume of stock sold for their 
accounts has been much smaller than 
in previous slumps, because commis- 
sion houses have not been carrying ex- 
tensive lines. The action of the gov- 
erning committee, on Wednesday, in 
setting forth new rules, aimed at 
less sepculation, will, it is be- 
lieved, bring new capital into 
Wall street from smail investors. 
Since the speculative rise and fall of 
Rock Island and the collapse of the 
Hocking Coal pool, investors have been 
holding off. 

Developments of Week. 

The broad developments this week 
may be summed up as follows: 

From Washington—The program of 
the administration railroad bill is re- 
garding to be unfavorable to some 
of the railroad magnates, and stands 
@ more favorable chance of be- 
ing enacted now than ever before; the 
death of Associate Justice Brewer and 
the possibility that decisions in im- 
portant trust cases may be delayed in- 
definitely, and the enactment into its 
final stage of the so-called Missouri 
river rate cases, the most important 
cases of the kind since the Hepburn 
bill became a law. 

The strike of the coal miners, which 
was not unexpected, carries with it the 
most oppressive influence on industrial 
stocks. 

In New York, a fire insurance inves- 
tigation is under way and another Is 
promised, and while those will not 
show the allowance of industrial and 
railroad capital that the life insurance 
investigation brought forth, neverthe- 
less they will have an unpleasant re- 
flection upon some shares. 

Hill Is Optimistic. 

Out of the cloud of adverse affairs 
has come the cheering prediction from 
James J. Hill, with whom I talked in 
this city, that the coming summer and 
fall would see the greatest stagnation 
known in railroading due to the vast 
business which will be done. Mr. Hill 
is optimistic over the business and 
financial outlook, and his knowledge of 
agricultural conditions through the 
west and northwest make him a trust- 
worthy prophet. 

Today saw the Inauguration of gold 
shipments abroad, when $2,000,000 in 
gold specie was sent to England. Dur- 
ing the month of April no less than 
$25,000,000 in gold will be exported. 
The outlook for, the money market 
here is somewhat obscure, but the 
bankers believe that the outgo of gold 
will produce an increase of at least 1 
per cent in the call rate. 

A striking feature of the week was 
6 per cent increase in wages granted 
by the Pennsylvania railroad, affect- 
ing nearly 200,000 men and totaling an 
increase of $10,000,000 per annum. The 
Reading almost simultaneously grant- 
ed an increase to 35,000 men, and these, 
with lesser increases, will lessen the 
tension which had begun to strain the 
relationship between corporations and 
their employees over the high cost of 
living. In the west, the railroads will

offset the wage advances by Increas- 
ing their rates, although the roads 
seemed to be acting individually in do- 
ing so. 

With the Ratlroads. 

The week was not ene of much 
progress in the railroad field. How- 
ever, it brought the announcement 
that a new foad is to be built through 
southern Utah, eastern Nevada and 
northwestern Arizona.

Undertone Not So Firm 
as It Was Last 
Week. 


New York, April 2.—(Special.)—The 
local cotton oil market has been sub- 
jected to frequent periods of liquida- 
tion and, although the undertone has 
remained firm, the upward tendency 
of prices has not beew@ as pronounced 
@s it was during the previous week. 
It was stated that many iongs had ‘tar- 
ried speculative lines since early in 
the winter and in the meantime their 
accounts had shown substantial losses. 
The fact that their losses had been 
turned into gains was sufficient to cause 
realization sales, and the market had 
to contend with this class of operations 
throughout the entire week. 

A goodly part of the purchasing 
power appeared to emanate from west- 
ern sources, and it was intimated that 
some of the large operators in lard 
- Were accumulating extensive lines of 
ofl. One operator was credited with 
holding 50,000 barrels of the May and 
July options. There has been less talk 
of an organized pool for the purpvuse 
of advancing prices, but steady buying 
yas noted by commission houses vho 
were formerly affiliated with the Wall 
street clique, and this led to rumors 
that the bull operators, who had been 
instrumental in bringing about the ad- 
vance late last fall, were again in fa- 
vor of marking up values.

Rains in Texas, Where 
Drought Prevailed, 
Aided Bears. 


New Orleans, April 2.—The cotton 
futures market this week was in the 
hands of the bears from Wednesday 
on. Rains in Texas; where there had 
been little precipitation for many 
weeks past, turned the control over to 
the short side. At the middle of the 
week, the old crop months stood 19 to 
20 points over last week's closing, 
while the new crops stood 35 to 388 
points up. From this level there was 
a steady decline until on the closing 
the more active months, both old and 
new crops, were 28 to 36 points under 
last week’s closing. The bear side was 
aided in its operations not a little by 
reports that a settlement had been 
reached in the May deal in the New 
York market. This rumor was stren- 
uously denied by leading bulls, but it 
caused considerable selling right up 
to the week-end. Another bearish fac- 
tor was the reported widespread cur- 
tailment of output on the part of the 
American cotton mills. As a sort of 
balance to the trade depression on this 
side of the water, however, was tie 
continued satisfactory showing of the 
Manchester market, where a x00d 
business was being done in cloths and 
yarns, and emphasizing this business 
was the week's sales of spot cotton in

the Liverpool of 61,000 bales, against

the year and that when the tap-root 
of the cotton plant strikes into the 
subsoil in the hot, dry periods of the 
coming summer, it will not find the 
sustenance that ought to be there. Be- 
cause of this theory, the bull side is 
not willing to allo wthe decline to go 
much farther without a fight. 

In the spot market, prices advanced 
one-sixteenth, middling closing at 
14%, against 14 11-16 last week, and 
9 9-16 this week last year.

Deputy Sheriff Albert was in the 
vicinity at the time, and had a negro, 
Cuyler Green, under arrest when the 
sheriff arrived there. The dogs were 
put on the tratl. The sheriff and depu- 
ties are in Pulaski working on the 


case, 
After the shooting of Mr. Thomas, 
Arthur Parrish and Walter McBride 
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were arrested and brought here and 
lodged in jail. 

No attempt on the lives of Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas was made when they 
escaped from the burning home last 
night.
